A LARGE DECREASE IN THE 
AMOUNT IN THE TREASURY. 

NEARLY $15,000,000 LESS THAN AT THE BE- 
GINNING OF THE MONTH AND THE REA- 


SON FOR IT. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The net amount 
of goldin the United States Treasury not cov- 
ered by outstanding gold certificates at the close 
of business hours to-day is only alittle over 
$119,000,000. Since July 1 the reserve has been 
sieadily decreasing, and it is now between $14,- 
000,000 and $15,000,000 less than at the beginning 
of the month. There is generally some falling 
off in Summer, but so largea decrease is un- 
usual, and is causing a good deal of comment in 
the Treasury Department. In July of last year 
the gold in the Treasury was added to instead of 
diminished, 

The large decrease of the present month is 
partly due to the heavy payments which have 
been made for the redemption of bonds and on 
account of interest. It is chiefly due, however, 
to the fact that all the Clearing House balances 
at the Sub-Treasury in New-York are not settled 
with gold. The law expressly provides that no 
national bank shall bea member of u Clearing 


House association that does not allow the settle- 
ment of balances with silver. The New-York 
and various other clearing houses have complied 
with this law by rescinding all rules prohibiting 
the aeceptance of silver, and then entering into 
azreements among the members of each associa- 
tion taat gold only shali be tendered in settie- 
ments. The Sub-Treasury, as a member of the 
New-York Clearing House, is a party tosuch an 
aereement, and, as the balances are always 
against it, there is a constant drain upon its gold. 

When the Southern cotton crop!begins to move 
in the Autumn it is expected that the Treasury 
will recover some of the ground it is now losing. 
The Government will then do a large business in 
eclling exchange payable in silver certificates, 
for which it receives gold. For example, a 
New-York bank may have to make a million- 
dollar paymant in New-Orleans. Instead of 
transporting the coin to that. city it 
can deposit the gold in the Sub- 
Treasury at New-York and receive from the 
Government an order for the amount on the 
New-Orleans Sub-Treasury. payable in silver 
certificates. During the three weeks ending 
Sept. 30, 1883, the Government in this way ex- 
changed nearly $45,000,000 in silver certiticates 
for that amount of gold. If that had not been 
done the gold reserve would have been 
less by that than it now is, It 
is stuted at the ‘Treasury Department 
that the gold which the Treasury has 
lost this Summer has not been sent abroad, but 
has gone into banks and general circulation. 
Should the reserve fall to $100,000,000 the issue of 
rold certificates would be suspended. Treasurer 
rs man has called the attention of Secretary 
Folger, now in New-York, to this state of affairs, 
and asked for advice about stopping the issue of 
goid certificates before the limit is reached.

TAKING HIS NEW OFFICE. 

Mr. Jarvis Patten, of Maine, qualified 
for his new office to-day by taking the oath as 
Commissioner of Navigation. He then begana 
tour of the various bureaus of the Treasury 
Department, in which the work which will come 
Into the new bureau has hitherto been per- 
formed. The organization of the bureau is 


aiready well under way, and before the week is 
out Commissioner Patten hopes to have every- 
thing in good running order. 

A story is afloat here to the effect that Mr. 
Patten’s appointment is the reward which is said 
niways to follow patience and perseverance. 
During the contest for the office of Collector of 
Customs at Bath, Me., preceding the <0 eg 
ment of J. W. Wakefield, the present Collector, 
Mr. Wakefield’s chiet competitor was Mr. Patten. 
Both rentiemen had friends ready to 
sien recommendation for them, and each 
filed such documents in Washington. Sen- 
ator Frye, who was then a Congress- 
man, visited Bath, and became convinced 
that Mr. Wakefield had the stronger backing. 
He so reported here, and Mr. Patten did not re- 
ceive the appointment. Mr. Wakefield, how- 
ever, bad been Postmaster at Bath, and his trans- 
fer to the customs service left another office to 
be filled. Mr. Patten, it is said, was willing to be 
Postmaster rather than not serve the Govern- 
ment at all, and did not hesitate to let that 
jact be known. According to the story told 
here the names attached to his recommendation 
for the Collectorship were in some mysterious 
way detached from that document and attached 
to un indorsement for the Postmastership. But 
some of the same names appeared on the applica- 
tion of another gent!eman, and Mr. Patten was 
avuin jeft without an office. Mr. Patten, how- 
ever, is at last in a position to officially serve his 
country. - It ig understood that the Commission- 
ership went to him large!y through the influence 
of Senator Hale, and with the consent of Repre- 
gentative Dingley, the father of the bill creating 
the bureau.

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A WARNING TO CONTRACTORS. 

First Controller Lawrence, of the Treas- 
ary Department, bas under consideration a ques- 
tion concerning the right of the Government to 
collect damages from would-be contractors who 
bave never entered upon the performance of a 
contract. Three persons made bids for carrying 
the United States mail over a certain route. The 
Post Office Department awarded the contract to 
the lowest bidder. The papers were prepared 
and signed, but the contractor failed to appear, 
and never did any work on the route. in conse- 
quence of this failure the postal authorities de- 
cided to give the contract to the next lowest 
bidder of the three. He, however, declined to 
do the work. and no contract was entered into 
with him. Then the department turned the con- 
tract over to the man who had been the highest 
of the three bidders, and the maiis were carried 
by him at the prices he had named. 

In settling up the accounts of the mail route 
the Sixth Auditor of the Treasury Department 
made aclaim for damages upon the two lower 
bidders, declaring that each should forfeit to the 
Government the difference between his bid and 
the amount which the Government had to pay 
because of his failure to accept the contract. It 
was proposed to deduct these damages from the 
bonds filed by the two-men when their bids were 
made. An appeal was taken from the decision 
ef the Sixth Auditor, and the question was 
turned overto Judge Lawrence for settlement. 
His opinion has already been prepared, but it is 
held in abeyance pending a request from coun- 
sel of one of the men for leave to file an amend- 
edargument. Judge Lawrence is reticent about 
his decision, but it is understood that he be- 
lieves the position of the Sixth Auditor to be 
well taken.

ANONYMCUS AND MYSTERIOUS. 

Anonymous postal cards shave been sent 
to various newspaper correspondents in this city 
to-day stating, in a couple of brief sentences, 
that a convention of the Federation of Trades 
and Labor Unions of the United States and Can- 
ada willbe held in Chicago in October. This 
information alone would not be sufliciently 
atartiing to attract much attention, but the re- 
maining two sentences of the announcement 
contain this interesting information: ** Mr. M. F. 
Holderman, of Llinois, is the man selected for 
the Commissionership of the new Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. he President decided to take 
no action in the matter until his return to Wash- 
ington, about the middle of August.” 

This is the first the clerks at the White House 
have heard that Mr. M. F. Holderman has been 
selected forany othce. It is also the first definite 
information they have had as to when the Presi- 
dent is to return to Washington. The mystert- 
ous Mr. Ho!derman has been referred to in vari- 
ous journals as a Washington correspondent. 
After diligent search he has been found 
at work in the office of the S8ur- 
geon-General of the Army, where he is 
employed as clerk, at a salary of $1,000 a year. 
What his special ¢ ualifications are for the head 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics have not yet 
been given tothe public. Itisnot believed in 
department circles that he will have an oppor- 
tunity to practically display those qualifications, 
despite the anonymous statement that he is the 
jmau selected for the Commissionership.

BETTS IN ULSTER COUNTY. 


HIS ASSAULT UPON THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
AND FLIGHT TO EVADE ARREST. 

Kryeston, N. Y., July 28.—The death of 
the noted gambler and murderer, William H. 
Betts, at Washington, an account of whose 
career appears in thig morning’s TIMES, recalls 
very vividly to the minds of the people of Ulster 
County the assault made by him upon District 
Attorney Clearwater in this city in December 
last. The facts were these: On July 12, 1883, the 
jewelry store of Myron Dubcis, at Ellenville, in 
this county, was broken into, his safe was opened, 
and about $5,000 worth of jewelry stolen. When 
the burglary was discovered the next morning 
the citizens of Ellenville organized a vigilance 
committee and proceeded to hunt for the thieves, 


who were found inthe dry bed of a mountain 
brook in the Shawangunk Mountains, a few miles 
from Ellenville. One of them, who gave the 
name of George Burgess, but who was really 
Patrick Cody, a well-known New-York burglar, 
was captured. The two others drew revolvers 
and, firing upon the pursuing citizens, escaped. 

The two men were John Moore, a brother of 
the notorious * Dick” Moore, of New-York, and 
Charles Mayhon, both of whom are said to be 
two of the most expert safe burglars in America. 
They were both gamblers, both friends of Betts, 
and both were captured by the Pinkertons in 
New-York in November, brought to Kingston, 
lodged in jail, indicted for the burglary, and 
brought to trial in December. They were de- 
fended by ex-Judge and ex-Member of Congress 
Charies Pelham, of Alabama, and William H. 
pee Nheboe whom was associated the Hon. T. L. 
Westbrook, of this city. The prosecution was 
conducted by District Attorney Clearwater. 
The trial consumed two weeks and created a 
great deal of excitement in thiscity. On the night 
of the tourth day of the trial Betts took two 
of the witnesses for the prosecution, who had 
not been sworn, and, with a gambler from Balti- 
more, drove toahouse of prostitution in the 
suburbs of the city, where they passed the great- 
er part of the night. The District Attorney was 
informed of this fact by one of Pinkerton’'s de- 
tectives early the following morning, and imme- 
diately after the opening of the court, called one 
of the witnesses to the stand and a ger rb a 
question him regarding his knowledge of the 
burglary when, tothe surprise of every one, 
the witness testified differently than he had tes- 
tified at the preliminary examination and before 
the Grand Jury. The District Attorney, with 
some severity, asked himif he had taken a car- 
riage on the previous evening with any one con- 
nected with the defense. Instantly Betts was on 
his feet with an objection, which the court sum- 
marily overruled, and directed the witness to an- 
swer. The man reluctantly said he had, and was 
then contemptuously dismissed from the stand. 

No further allusion was made to the matter 
during the day, but that evening, after the ad- 
journment of the court, Betts came up to Mr. 
Clearwater and asked himif he intended to al- 
lude to the matter at any subsequent staze of 
the trial. The District Attorney said that what- 
ever he had to say would be said in the court 
room. Betts replied thatin the court room the 
District Attorney was his superior, but that out- 
side of it they were equals, and demanded that 
then and there he promise never to speak of the 
matteragain. Mr, Clearwater declined conversing 
upon the subject, and turned to walk away, when 
Betts struck him a heavy blow upon the lett 
temple, and put his hand upon his revolver. 
Robert A. Pinkerton, who was standing near by, 
caught Betts by the throat and led him away. 
In half an hour the excitement in the city was 
intense, and it was thought Betts would be 
roughly handled, but the District Attorney's 
friends, by his direction, prevented any out- 
break, The next morning, at the opening of the 
court, there was a great crush in the court room 
in the expectation that a collision would take 
place. but the District Attorney, who came in 
late, took his seat, went on with the case as 
though not:ing had happened, and it soon be- 
came known that he had determined that the 
events of the preceding evening should in no 
way affect the trial. 

Public indignation, however, became more in-- 
tense as the day wore on, andat noon Gen. 
George H. Sharpe, ex-Member of Congress D. M. 
De Witt, Major O. P. Carpenter, J. N. Firo, and 
several other prominent citizens, friends of Mr. 
Clearwater, had a quiet meeting in the parlor of 
one of the city banks and determined that, as 
soon as the jury in the case should leave the box, 
Betts should be arrested and, if possible, sent to 
the penitentiary. In some way Betts heard of 
this, and abandoning his clients, he left the city 
for the South before daylight the next morning. 
The warrant was issued, but Betts is not known 
to have been in this State from that. day to this, 
For cowardice in running away trom Kingston 
he was roundly denounced by sporting and 
gambling men all over the country. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The story of Col. 
William H. Betts’s dashing career, as told in THE 
Times to-day, has been read with great interest. 
here, where the Colonel was well known. Only 
afew persons are aware, however, that Betts 
met his death among congenial surroundin 
He died stretched out upon a gambling table, 
where he was placed by gamblers, ina gambling 
saloon in Alexandria. Death came so soon after 
the attack that there was no time for his re- 
moval to another place.

LONG-DISTANCE TELEPHONING. 
HARTFORD, Conn., July 28.—The first test 
of telephoning over a long distance was success- 
fully accomplished to-night. The experiment 
was made in this city by the United States Tele- 
phone Company. The station in this city was in 
the Charter Oak Life Insurance Building, which 


was connected with the station of the Bankers 
and Merchants’ Telegraph Company, at No. 187 
Broadway, New-Yorx. A metallic circuit, con- 
nected over the wires of the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’, was put in service through Philadel- 
phia, running into the office at New-York and 
completed at Hartford. This gave a speak- 
ing distance of over 350 miles. The test 
was very successful; every articulation was dis- 
tinctly heard, the operator in New-York pitch- 
ing his voice at different modulations, and every 
intonation was distinctly recognizable. A gene- 
ral conversation relative to the weather, politics, 
and current events was carried on with ease. 
When a ground test of over 600 miles on loops of 
four wires was mnade the voice was as plainly 
heard in this instance as in the one which pre- 
ceded it. All present at the test wondered at 
the ease with which conversation could be ear- 
ried on with such distinctness over so long a dis- 
tance.

THE DEMOCRATIC CEREMONIES 
AT ALBANY TO-DAY. 
PREPARING TO GIVE FORMAL NOTICE TO 
THE PARTY’S CANDIDATE—GOV. CLEVE- 

LAND’S LETTER NOT YET WRITTEN. 

Axsany, N. Y., July 28.—‘* Some newspa- 
‘pers say that my letter of acceptance is writ- 
‘ten,” remarked Gov. Cleveland, when asked to- 
day about that anxiously awaited document, 
“but I say it is not. It will be time enough 
after being officially notified of my nomination 
to say what I intendto. Ihave not ,committed 
my thoughts to paper yet." The Governor's in- 
timate friends say that the letter will be short, 
and will not be delayed long after the formal no- 
tification. 

The number of callers at the Executive Chamber 
to-day was unusually large,many evidently being 
attracted to the city by the announcement of 
to-morrow’s ceremonies. Among the visitors 
were Congressman John 8. Barbour, member of 
the National Committee, from Virginia; D. J. 
Campbell, member of the Notification Commit- 
tee, from Michigan; Charles Banks, managing 
editor of the Omaha Post and Telegraph; Judge 
Cothran, of Chicago; Dr. and Mrs. Frank Jaeger, 


of Kentucky; Edmund Nelson, of Maine, and 
Col. Dennis, of Orange, N. J. One couple went 
away from the capital happy Saturday after- 
noon. They took their baby with them, and the 
Governor, after an exchange of greetings, good- 
naturedly kissed the little child, nestied in its 
father’s arms. 

The arrangements for to-morrow's exercises 
are completed. The Committee of Notification 
will reach here from New-York in the morning 
by the night boat. The National Committee will 
hold a session at the Delavan House at 10 o’clock. 
At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the members of the 
two committees, under the escort of the Demo- 
cratic Phalanx. will proceed from the hotel to 
the Executive Mansion, in Eagle-street. There, 
at 3:30 o’clock, Col. Vilas, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, will deliver an address, to which Gov. 
Cleveland will reply. The ceremony will not 
be public, and will be simple in character. 
After the formal notification the distinguished 
visitors will be entertained at the Fort Orange 
Ciub by its Democratic members. In the even- 
ing a series of ratification meetings will be held. 
In addition to the names already announced of 
those who will make addresses are those of 
Speaker Carlisle and ex-Speaker Randall. The 
meeting at the Leland Opera House will be pre- 
sided over by Congressman Dorsheimer and Con- 
gressman P. A. Collins, of Boston. Speaker 
Carlisle, ex-Senator Francis Kernan, and Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer will speak. At Music Hall 
John E. Devlin, of New-York, will preside, and 
the orators will be Col. Vilas, of Wisconsin; ex- 
Speaker Randall, Col. Hooker, of Mississippi, and 
Gov. Wailer, of Connecticut. In case there 
should be an overflow, Col. Fellows and other 
speakers will address an outdoor meeting. .

Mr. Blaine and his family from appearing at 
church, the weather at Bar Harbor, which has 
been rather cool for comfort, became pleasant 
to-day. Mr. Blaine, aftera morning walk with 


his son, devoted himself to his voluminous cor- 
respondence, which takes more and more of his 
time each day. Among the visitors to his house 
to-day was Senator Eugene Hale, who has come 
‘nere to spend a few days, where he can consult 
oe with Mr. Blaine about the Maine cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Blaine receives his callers in a pleasantly 
informal manner on the piazza of his cottage, 
where an abundance of comfortable chairs is 
placed, s0 as to command a delightful view of 
Green Mountain and Dry Mountain, which both 
rise boldly a short mile away. Among the per- 
sons of note who bave come here to pass the 
month of August are Mr. Parke Godwin and Mr. 
Manton Marble. Mr. Godwin is to take a cottage, 
while Mr. Marble is at the Malvern, the most 
fashionable hotel here. President Eliot, one of 
“those independent fellows,’ is on the island, 
but he lives five miles away from Mr. Blaine, 
and has not yet annoyed him by undertaking 
egny conspicuous anti-Blaine work. Mr. Blaine 
vill to-morrow attend a reception at the hand- 
some villa of Mr. W. 8. Gurnee, a modern dwell- 
ing on Frenchman’s Bay, which the owner calls 
Bean Desert. 


MR. HENDRICKS BOUND EAST. 
BUFFALO, July 28.—Thomas A. Hendricks, 
the Democratic nominee for Vice-President, 
stopped in this city for dinner to-day on his way 
East. He said he expected to receive official 


notification of his nomination while at Saratoga. 
Being asked about the political situation, he said: 
“It is pretty early for me to tell much 
about how matters stand outside of Indiana. 
There the feeling for the Democratic ticket 
is undoubtedly in the ascendant. If Mr. 
Cleveland is supported in New-York as he will be 
in Indiana, he will pull through without doubt. 
Judging from my correspondence, and from what 
I learn through the newspapers, the ticket mects 
with general favor among Democrats and inde- 
pendents.”

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—At a meeting of 
Independent Republicans and Independents to- 
day Mr. Wood was made Chairman and George 
G. Mercer Secretary. A permanent organization 
was effected under the name of “ The Associa- 
tion of Republicans and Independents of the 
city of Philadelphia.”” The following officers 
were elected: President—Henry C. Lea; First 
Vice-President—Stuart Wood; Second Vice- 


President—Joseph Parrish; Secretary—Lincoln 
L. Eyre; Treasurer—Samuel Wagner, Jr. The 
President was authorized to appoint an Execu- 
tive Committee of 10. The following resolution 
was adopted aud ordered to be printed for dis- 
tribution and signatures: 

“ We. the undersigned Independent Republicans and 
Independents of Philadelphia, believing as stated in 
the address issued by the conference held tn New- 
York on July 22, 1884, that the paramount issue of the 
Presidential election of this year is moral rather than 
political, do recomuiend the use of all honorable 
means to accomplish the defeat of Blaine and Logan.” 

The resolution when printed will be circulated 
for signatures by members of the association 
through the mails and by other means, and it is 
expected that a formidable list of names will be 
obtained.

WEST VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS. 

WHEELING, West Va.. July 28.—The Re- 
publican State Convention, which meets at 
Parkersburg on Wednesday, is exciting much in- 
terest, and indications point to an immense at- 
tendance of delegates and politicians.

I have been a candidate in no other convention 
and nominated by no other. Why does not Mr. 
Jones organize his party andgo ahead? That 
is the right =. it would appear to me as 
an outsider, but, holding a different position, I 
think I should say what I wish, hope, and desire 
to my friends and not to my enemies, and at 
such time as I think it will best serve my friends 
and not my enemies. My only wish about Mr. 
Jones is that he won't try to get for himself im- 
mortality by writing about me any more. 

The story goes, as indicating the way the 
General is winking, that when It was proposed to 
form a coalition of the Democrats and Green- 
backers in Michigan, he sent word to the Green- 
backers not to coalesce, and the union was there- 
upon abandoned. In this State, in those sections 
where they think they are strong, especially in 
the Essex District, the Greenbackers say they 
will go alone, independent of the Democrats, 
making separate nominations for Congress.

FROM THE OIL FIELDS. 


A REPORTED DECLINE IN THE PRODUCTION 
OF THE POOL. 


TITUSVILLE, Penn., July 28.—Very unex- 
pected developments were made to-day regard- 
ing the Wardwell oil distmct. It is reported this 
morning on good authority that the total pro- 
duction of the pool had declined to nearly 6,000 
barrels, that the yield of the five Hays & Gartan 
wells had dropped from 3,500 to 700 barrels 
within four days, and that all wells in the lower 
part of the field are going to pieces. To estimate 
these events at their exact value is extremely 
difficult, though hot heads have taken hold of 
the matter and are crying out that the * bot- 
tom has fallen out of tbe field.” This is 


putting it a little too strong, but indeed the sud- 
den decline augurs nothing very good for new 
pools. No one should expect a sudden collapse 
of the field. The decline is merely an indi- 
cation of its nature. It is known what 
happened with Balltown and Cooper after 
their so-called collapse. New wells were added 
rapidly, torpedoes were used, and by dint of 
great exertion production was maintained at a 
respectable figure for some months. This is 
likely to:take place in Wardwell. The many 
wells going down there will be hurried to 
completion. Torpedoes will be freely used, extra 
efforts will be made to get oil out of the ground 
as soon as possible, and consequently the imme- 
diate great and rapid decline that some persons 
are evidently expecting will not take place, but 
for all that, in a certain sense, the backbone of the 
prolific pool is broken, All know what wells on 
the rich spot by river banks have done, and how 
soon the first signs of exhaustion appeared. 
None of the wells to come are likely to be as 
prolific, nor willthey have any good staying 
qualities.

A FATHER'S UNNATURAL CRIME. 

Artica, Ohio, July 28.—Three miles from 
this place is the mansion of James Beach, a 
wealthy and heretofore greatly respected farmer. 
His family consisted of himself, wife, and daugh- 
ter, a young woman of beauty and intelligence, 
a graduate of an Eastern college. Last Friday 
workmen were employed tearing dewn a set of 


high wooden steps, leading to the front door of 
the house, the intention being to erect in their 
stead astone approach to the door.

Both father and daughter were held to answer 
before the Grand Jury. Miss Beach was en- 
gaged toa gentleman in the East whom she had 
met while there at school.

VICTIMS OF THE CHOLERA 


LESS IN THE CITIES, BUT MORE IN 
THE COUNTRY. 
A MILD CASE IN PARIS—TAKING STRONG 
MEASURES TO PREVENT THE SPREAD 
OF THE DISEASE. 

Paris, July 28.—There is a mild case of 
cholera in one of the hospitals of this city. 

Three deaths from that disease occurred at 
Toulon to-day. in that city there are 31 cases at 
the Recontre Hospital and 115 at the St. Maudrier 
Hospital. Three of the latter are serious. Two 
Toulon emigrants have died at La Seyne of 
cholera. There were 13 deaths at Marseilles 
last night and 24 during the 2% hours end- 
ing at 9 o'clock to-night. At Toulon there 
were 14 last night, and at La Valette, a village 
near Toulon, 1. There were 6 at Arles in the last 
24 hours. The mistral, a strong wind from the 
northwest, is prevailing in the Mediterranean 
Provinces, and the weather is cooler. The rate 
of mortality is decreasing in the cities, but in- 
creasing in the country among the peasants. 
The Government has organized posts of sanitary 
supervision on the Lyons Railway and on other 
lines. 

TOULON, July 28.—Fugitives are now pre- 
vented fram returning to this city. One who 
had returned died yesterday. 

MARSEILLES, July 28.—There were 10 
deaths from cholera here between 9 o'clock this 
morning and 7 o'clock this evening. 

BERLIN, July 28.—It is stated that the 
running of through coaches on the ratiways be- 


tween Germany and France will be stopped for 
fear of the cholera. 


ATHENS, July 28.—The steamer Tiger, 
belonging to the Messageries Maritimes, from 
Marseilles, arrived off the Pirmeus yesterday with 
two cases of choleraon board.

THE PROPOSALS OF FRANCE—ONE POINT 
REFERRED TO HOME GOVERNMENTS. 

Lonpon, July 28—The Egyptian confer- 
ence met to-day at the Foreign Office at 1 o’clock. 
It remained in session three hours anda half. It 
then adjourned, to reassemble for a short meet- 
ing to-morrow. At the conference the Austrian, 
German, and Russian delegates intimated their

Waddington, the French Ambassador, otfered 
forthe acceptance of the conterencea year's 
provisional arrangement, based upona tax on 
foreigners in Egypt, the suspension of the sink- 
ing fund, and an economist administration. He 
also abandoned his proposal to reduce the inter- 
est on Suez Canal shares held in England. Earl 
Granville, British Foreign Secretary, asked for 
an extension of the provisional arrangement to 
two years. 

Mr. Giadstone stated this evening in the House 
of Commons thatan important point arose ir 
the conference to-day, which the delegates 
thought it necessary to refer to their home Gov- 
ernments. ‘They would ask for an immediate 
reply, aud they expected to receive this to-mor- 
row, when a conclusion would be speedily ar- 
rivedat. All the delegates were anxious to press 
matters to a settlement. 


Paris, July 28.—The Figaro has a bitter 
article against England. It declares that En- 
land has never he!ped, but always thwarted, 
‘rance. Her friendship is false and alliance 
with her hollow. Figaro advises France to 
abandon relhtions with England and give up her 
rejudices and hatred, and make an alliance with 
xermany. **Germany was an honest enemy; she 
would be an honest ally.” 


Carro, July 28.—The Fifty-sixth Regi- 
ment has been ordered to proceed to Assouan.

THE GIJON-LAXHAM DISASTER. 

LONDON, July 28.—The survivors of the 
British steam-ship Laxham. which came in col- 
lision on last Monday night with the Spanish 
steamer Gijon, not far from Corunna, report that 
on the evening of the collision there was a thick 
fog. The Laxham was going slow, and both 
steamers were sounding their whistles. The Gijon 
struck the Laxham amidships, and the latter was 
nearly cut asunder. The funnel fel) and the 
steam pipe burst. The chief engineer, in re- 
versing the engine, was horribly scalded. Most 
of the Laxham’s crew boarded the — Capt. 
Lothian tied his wite and child to himself, and 
all three were thus hauled aboard the Gijon by a 
rope. The Laxham sank 20 minutes after the 
collision occurred. It was not long before the 
Gijon began to settle. Terrible confusion pre- 
vailed on board. The Captain stood with a revolv- 
er in his hand, but he was unable to keep order. 
The passengers and crew were fighting for their 
lives. The boats were lowered and filled to the 
gunwuales, but they could not accommodate half 
the people. Those who were so fortunate as to 
secure places:in them were obliged to keep off 
others with knives. Tne Gijon sank bow first. 
The quarter-deck was crowded with men and 
women, the Captain and officers standing on the 
bridge. It is estimated that 130 persons per- 
ished.

EX-GOV. MOSES CHARGED WITH SWINDLING 
COL. T. W. HIGGINSON. 


Boston, July 28.—The charge upon which 
ex-Gov. Moses, of South Carolina, was yesterday 
arrested in Chicago, on a requisition from Gov. 
Robinson, of this State, is obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Among others from 
whom it is alleged he obtained petty sums was 
Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, of Cam- 
bridge, and A. Williams, formerly of the “old 
corner” book store. It is charged that 
on April of last year he called upon Col. 
Higginson and stated that he was Capt. 
J. D. Bryan, who is Corporation Counsel 


of Charleston, S. C. Col. Higginson had met 
Capt. Bryan at the celebration of the battle of 
the Cowpens, where he was sent to represent the 
New-Engliand States, but having met him only 
that once, had forgotten his personal appearance. 
The story he told Col. Higgonson was that he had 
visitcd Moutreal on business, and, coming from 
that city, his wallet, containing all his money 
and private papers, was stolen from him 
on the train, and he wished to borrow 
enough money to get home. Col. Higginson 
loaned him $34. What induced him to lend the 
money was the perfect familiarity of the 
applicant with matters in Charleston and 
the extreme improbability that any im- 
postor should know that Col. Higginson 
and Capt. Bryan had any acquaintance. The 
suggestion of the identity of the borrower with 
ex-Gov. Moses proceeded originally from 
Mayor Courtney, of Charleston, to whom Col. 
Higginson wrote, and who stated that he had 
received several similar letters from persons in 
Boston. Col. Higginson gave the clew to In- 
spector Garraughty,and he obtained from the 
Rogues Gallery in New-York a picture of 
ex-Gov. Moses, which Col. Higginson rec- 
ognized at once as that of the man 
who hrd called upon him. It is alleged 
that Moses also called on ex-Mayor Green at the 
sume time, said his name was Middleton, and 
that he wasa lawyer of South Carolina. Under 
the same name and by the same story it is 
alleged that he obtained $40 from Mr. Williams.

CHILDREN STARVED TO DEATH. 


A’ SINGULARLY HEARTLESS CASE OF DE- 
: SERTION BY A MOTHER. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 28.—A most 

heartless and brutal case of desertion has just 

come to light on the west side. About two 
weeks ago a handsome lady called on the family 
of Mr. Switzer, on Gilbert-street, and stated 
that she had some trouble with her husband, and 
asked Mr. Switzer if he would allow her to re- 
main and board with his family. She was ac- 


companied by her two children, a beautiful boy 
Fagen of age, anda babe about 11 months old. 
She appeared very ladylike and remained at the 
house three days, when she suddenly disap- 
peared. A few days afterward the Switzer fam- 
ily also disappeared. The neighbors thought 
nothing strange about it, as it was considered 
that they had gone visiting for a short time. 
This morning several persons while passing the 
house heard cries of distress. Several went to 
the doors and windows and found everything 
securely fastened. They heard faint cries 
coming from the interior of the residence. 
The front door was broken open and the 
searching party entered the house. In the sit- 
ting rooma most pitiful sight met their eyes. 
Lying upon a little cot was the emaciated form 
of the little babe.

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ANXIOUS FOR ARBITRATION. 
Burrfio, N. Y., July 28.—The brick- 
layers of this city who struck May 23 for an ad- 
vance of wages from $3 to $350 per day, to-day 
passed a resolution offering to submit the ques- 


tion of wages to arbitration. The effect of the 
strike has been pretty widely felt, and there 
is a general desire that it may be sp@edily 
ended. About 700 men wentintoit. It brought 
work on many. buildings which were under 
way to a complete standstill, and caused 
the postponement till next year of many build- 
ing projects. Carpenters and other workmen 
were thrown out of work bythe strike and 
many grocers and shopkeepers have found their 
customers without ability to pay. In the more 
than two months of idleness the strikers have 
been supported in part by their previous savings 
‘and in part by contributions from union work- 
ingemen elsewhere. They claim to be ableto 
continue the strike some weeks yet, and say 
they shall doso rather than submit to the con- 
tractors’ terms. They makeit a condition of the 
arbitration that their right to strike shall be rec- 
ognized.

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YOUNG ATKINSON ALIVE. 
HE DID NOT CARRY OUT HIS INTENTION OF 
SUICIDE, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—Up to noon to- 
day nothing had been heard of the whereabouts 
of W. W. Atkinson, the young Baltimorean wha 
left so many letters announcing his intention of 
committing suicide and who disappeared from 
Green’s Hotel on Friday afterroon. This after- 
noon the following telegram was received from 
Baltimore: 

“ Atkinson this afternoon sent a telegram from New- 
York to H.C. Caughey, his uncle, who lives in this 
city. He suvs: ‘Tell mother I am alive and well. 
Have already written her.’ ”’ 

Whatever his real object may have been, young 
Atkinson will in all probability attribute his ac- 
tions to a simple desire to hoax his friends. 


Chief of Detectives Kelly, of this city, also re- 
ceived a dispatch from New-York this afternoon 
= “W. W. Atkinson,” saying: 

am all right and have written to the folks.” 


This information was telegraphed to Balti- 
more, and word was received that Miss Terry, 
one of the young ladies to whom the supposed 
suicide had written a letter, took the news cold- 
ly, and that Miss Knipe, the other young woman 
subject of his attentions, swooned upon the re- 
ceipt of the intelligence. His brother-in-law 
and former business partner, James M. Welsh, 
of Baltimore, in conversation with Chief Kelly, 
of the detective department, this morning 
stated that Atkinson had his life insured for 
$2,000, and previous to his departure from Balti- 
more, about a week ago, he asked several of his 
friends whether or not his mother would be pre- 
vented from obtaining the sum from the insur- 
ance company inthe event of his death being 
by suicide. At various times during the month 
previous to his disappearance he spoke of the 
different ways ot committing suicide, but never 
expressed any intention of taking his own life. 
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A HOME BROKEN UP. 
A DISGRACED WIFE RETURNS TO HER FOR- 
MER HOME. 

Troy, N. Y., July 28.—Corinth, Saratoga 
County, has of late furnished much food for the 
gossips. The place isa very small one and any- 
thing of the kind goes all around. The latest 
row is of a handsome young woman who,a few 
years ago, attended the select school at that 
place, which was in charge of Elder Andrews. 
She was an adopted daughter of a couple who 
resided in Corinth, and was very gifted, and 
graduated at the head of her class. Soon after 
returning from school she was’ courted 
by a young man living in Corinth, one 


of the most prominent young imen 
of the place, of unimpeachable character 
and of some means as a farmer. In due time 
they were married and settled ona farm, and a 
happier couple could not be found. They had 
been keeping house about two years when a 
sister of the husband, living in a city in this 
State. diedfleaving two children. The father 
took his two cnildren and went to Corinth and 
induced his brother-in-law to keep them for 
some time. In the Fall of 1883 he besought his 
friends to remove to thecity and live in hs 
house and board him and the children. The 
Corinth parties concluded to do so, and, 
disposing of their property, they removed to 
the city. Foratime all went well, but gradually 
the husband noticed a coldness on the part of his 
wife. He set about to satisfy himseif of the true 
state of affairs, and soon found proof of the un- 
faithfulness of his wife and his brotner-in-law. 
A storm followed, and the disgraced wife re- 
turned to her former home. where she now re- 
mains, having by her misdoing wrecked the 
peace and happiness of one of the brightest 
abodes of domestic comfort to be found in Sara 
toga County.

THE RECEPTION AT PORTSMOUTH—THE COST 
OF THE RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Secretary Lincoln 
is expected to return to Washington to-morrow 
morning. He has not yet decided to go to Ports- 
mouth, N. H.,to attend the reception of the 
Greely party. Gen. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer 
of the army, has gone to that place, and will 
represent Secretary Lincoln if he should de- 
termine not to go. 

Rear-Admiral Nichols, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. to-day received a report from Commander 
Schley, dated St. John’s, July 21,in which he 
says that in prosecuting the search for Lieut. 
Greely’s party it was often necessary, in order 
to gain open ice soas to advance with as little 
delay as possible, totake greater risks than sare 
ordinarily justifiable, as the waters were mainly 
unknown, imperfectly surveyed, and their dan- 
gers uncharted, and, to a great extent, covered 
by ice. He says that, while great prudence 
was exercised, both the Thetis and the Bear 
grounded two or three times, but with- 
out serious injury. He says he purposely avoid- 
ed reference to these accidents in his telegraphic 
report for fear of causing uneasiness, but that in 
his final report he will give a minute statement 
of the circumstances of each grounding and of 
the injuries sustained. The rapidity and suc- 
cess of the voyage, he says, shows that the in- 
jury to the ships was not serious. 

The total expense of the greely relief Expedi- 
tion is estimated by ofticers of the Navy Depart- 
ment at about $700,000. The original estimate 
was $500,000.. Of the amount expended $137,553 
was for the purchase and repair of the steamer 
Bear: $171,165 for the purchase and repair of the 
Thetis; $250,000 for sppplies; $25,000 for bring- 
ing, the vessels o New-York; $25,000 
for instruments to be used in making observa- 
tions; $15,165 for repairs made to the Alert; $21,- 
000 tor the transport Loch Garry, and $15.000 for 
coal. Itis believed thatin disposing of the ves- 
sels the Government will secure an amountabout 
equal to the sum paid for them. A large quan- 
tity of the provisions is suitable for navy use 
and will be turned over to the service. 
The contract for the Loch Garry, now in port in 
New-York, which was obtained from English 
parties, expires Aug. 5. Commander Schley has 
informed the department that a board of survey 
examined her at St. John’s and found her com- 
paratively uninjured. There was no representa- 
tive of the owners of the vessel on the board, 
however, and a new board will make an exami- 
nation at the New-York dock. 
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THE FRAMERS GET NINE HOURS.

SEVERAL SMALL VICTORIES FOR THE BRICK- 
LAYERS. 

The framers carried out their resolution 
yesterday to demand the recognition of the 
nine-hour rule, but at the same time they told 
their employers that they would accept 25 cents 
less per day, which would compensate the con- 
tractors for the reduction of time. This pro- 
posal all the bosses, with one exception, accept- 
ed, and the framers continued to work at $3 per 
day, their former wages having been $3 25. The 
coatractor who refused to accede to the demand 
was Mr. Schieffer, who is building in Cherry- 
street, near Jackson. Toward evening, how- 
ever, he was reported as having also yielded, and 
his men will resume work this morning. 

The bricklayers are still on strike, and scored 
another small victory yesterday. Spear & 
Brother, of Harlem, who have heretofore _bit- 
terly opposed the strikers, were, at an early hour 
of the day, reported as having yielded. Then 
come another report that John J. Hennessy had 
agreed to recognize the nine-hour rule, and still 
later that Messrs. Burton & Nichols had not only 
acceded to the demands of his men in this city, 
but had agreed to allow their bricklayers in 
Broolayn nine hours. Bricklayers’ Union, 
No. 4, passed a resolution yesterday offering 
to furnish all property owners with able and in- 
telligent bricklayers, who would complete any 
unfinished buildings where work had been sus- 
pended, and further offered to furnish bonds for 
the faithful and masterly completion of the 
work. One of them, Peter Shandley, obtained a 
job from Jennings & Co. to do their mason 
work independent of any engagement they had 
made with their contractor. Mr. Reynolds. was 
also reported as having aceeded to the nine-hour 
rule. 

The Builders and Masons’ Association met last 
evening at the Brunswick Hotel, John J. Tucker 
in the chair. Mr. Hogenkamp stated that he 
had not yielded to the bricklayers as bad been 
reported. Communications were received from 
Joseph Thompson, M. Tyson, James Hamil & 
Son, and Joseph V. Meyer, all builders, stating 
that they would not yield to the strikers. All 
the members of the association again expressed 
their determination to stand firm.

YOUNG ESTES DIES UNCONSCIOUS. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Estes, who shot himseif 
in room No. 551 at the Grand Central Hotel, on 
Sunday, died last evening. He had made no 
sign of being conscious of what was passing 
around him for 24 hours. Indeed, he could not 
have seen and recognized any one had he been 
conscious, as the concussion of the pistol-shot and 
the'fracture of the left orbital plate by the bullet 
produced conjunctivitis. His eyelids swelled 
so that they bulged out and around his eyes. 
He died in a chamber in the new St. Vincent's 
Hospital, and at his bedside at the time were his 
father, a Mr. Raymond, and two other friends of 
the family.

WHAT THE EXPLORER THINKS OF GORDON’S 
_ WAY TO ESOAPE. 

Lonvon, Jity 28.—~Henry M. Stanley, thé 
African explorer, arrived at Plymouth this 
evening. Inan interview Mr. Stanley said he 
had returned to Engiand considering that he had 
completed the work of establishing satisfactory 
trading stations along the Congo River from its 
mouth to Stanley Pool, a distance of 1,400 miles 
by river. When he left the Congo country he 
was’ sinéving badly from bronchitis, but was 
much benefited by the sea voyage. He eulo- 
gized the trading prospects of the country in the 
vicinity of the Congo River. Mr. Stanley con- 
sidered that Gen. Gordon commands perfectly 
practicable routes for escape from Khartoum. 
whether by way of Zanzibar on the east or down 
the Congo to the west coast. it the Nile is 
blocked. 

Mr. Stanley considers that Gen. Gordon can, 
during the present season, ascend the Nile 
in steamers from Khartoum to Gondokow, 
a distance of 500 miles, in eight, days: 
thence proceed to Bahar and Elgahazal 
and join Lupton Bey, who commands 
400 troops, having in their possession £40,000 
worth of ivory. Gordon could then proceed 
with this addition to his force to Zanzibar, Should 
the soldiers refuse to take this journey or should 
someé other cause prevent the fulfillment of this 
plan, Gordon could cross to Uganda, reach the 
Stanley stations,and proceed down the Congo. 

r. Stanley considers that routes traversed by 
Herr Schweinfurth, Sir Samuel and Lady 
Baker, and Italian and Austrian mission- 
arfes cannot be insurmountable to the soldier, 
traveler, and explorer. Should the garri- 
sons at intermediate ports along the 
Nile be endangered, Gordon could take them 
along with him. If they refused to accompany 
him at first, they would be sure to follow after 
he had gone on. Mr. Stanley believes the sending 
of a targe English force to extricate Gordon 
would be a most perilous undertaking, and 
would likely be attended with great loss of 
life and expense. The Engiish troops 
would be unable to stand the climate. Mr. 
Stanley commends the abandoning of the Congo 
treaty. He considers the leaving of the Congo 
in the bands of the Portuguese very inimical to 
English interests. 

_The population of Madeira prepared an ova- 
tion for the great explorer when his steamer 
arrived there, but he was unable to land 
owing to the quarantine regulations. Mr. Stan- 
wl was a an ovation at Plymouth upon 
1s arrival.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


THE WEST SHORE’S POSITION. 

Henry Monett, General Passenger Agent 
of the West Shore Railway, in alluding to an 
article in THe Trmz£s of last Sunday on the sub- 
ject of trouble among the pool lines, said yes- 
terday that the West Shore Road was no more 
respousible for the existing demoralization than 
its competitors. He declared that the West 


Shore had not refused to become a party to an 
agreement for maintenance of rates or divisions 
of passenger traffic, provided an equitable basis 
was presented. Mr. Monett also said: * The 
only passenger poo! to which the West Shore is 
a party provides for divisions of emigrant bus- 
iness, and does not affect travel other than for- 
eign emigration. With regard to first and sec- 
ond class business, this road, since it was opened 
for through business on Jan. 1 last, has, asa 
rule, simply met competition as it existed be- 
fore and since that,date.. A new trunk line, 
well built, finely gee and with good con- 
nections established between New-York, New- 
England, and the West. must necessarily divide 
the business. The ‘ prominent railroad official’ 
who stated the West Shore’s demand for a per- 
centage in first and second class passenger pools 
is larger than can be acceded to is either not well 
intormed or he willfwiy misstates the facts. 
The West Shore has made no demand; it has 
become a recognized active competitor, and as 
such is urged to become a party to a contract 
devised to secure a division of the first and 
second class business. The percentage proposed 
was low compared with allotments to lines 
whose only claim to higher consideration is their 
age. Feeling thatage in such matters was not 
ow to so much reverence, the terms were re- 
fused.”

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 28.—Regarding the 
contemplated action by the holders of North 
Missouri Railroad bonds in connection with the 
default of interest on them by the Wabash Com- 


pany, James F. How, General Agent of the Re- 
ceivers, stated this morning that the default was 
only temporary, and that the interest would be 
paid as soon as the money could be raised. The 
court authorized the interest to be paid not only 
on the bonds, but also on those of the Chicago 
Division and the St. Charles, Burlington and 
Omaha branch, aggregating $341,000. Mr. How 
says part of this money has already been sent to 
New-York, and that he expects the remainder 
will be there by the middie of August, when the 
entire amount will be paid and the default made 
good. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—The gross earn- 
ings of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
forthe month of June were $2,148,713; and the 
expenses, excluding rentals and interest, $1,250,- 
836. The gross receipts of the Coal and Iron 
Company were $1,083,357; and the expenses, ex- 
cluding interest, $1,110,842, showing a net loss of 
$27,485. This makes the combined net earnings 
for June $366,821 less than for the corresponding 
month last year. The net earnings of both com- 
panies for the year to July 1 are $5,942,832, which 
is $391,608 in excess of the net earnings of the 
corresponding period last year.

CONSERVATIVES IN ENGLAND. 

LONDON, July 28.—-A meeting of the Presi- 
dents, Secretaries, and leading members of the 
London Conservative Associations was held this 
evening. The Lord Mayor of London pre- 
sided. The Marquis of Salisbury made an 
addréss in which he éaid he was urable to under- 
stand why obvious truths seemed to make no 


impression upon the Government, or why the 
subject of reform was introduced in so eccentric 
and abnormal a manner. The Government 
ascribed it to the unusual block of business in 
the House of Commons, but as controversy de- 
veloped candor increased, and he hoped before the 
discussion was concluded all the false and hollow 
pretenses would be exposed. Had the Franchise 
bill passed, Mr. Gladstone woulda have shown 
his opponents little mercy. In the Redistribu- 
tion bill Mr. Gladstone was anxious to increase 
the representation from the remote districts, be- 
cause, while the heart of the country was 
turning more Conservative. the circumference 
was growing more Liberal. While the House of 
Lords had no righf to force a dissolution of Par- 
liament, they were entitled to disapprove of any 
measure presented to them. If the Government 
objected it could appeal to the country. Mr. 
John Bright wished to dispose of the House 
ot Lords. He (the Marquis of Salisbury) was 
prepared to discuss the question, If the Lords 
shirked their duty because of radical objections 
to its constitution they had been guilty of craven 
cowardice.

Seventeen 
thousand rebels are around Suakin and 
make nightly attacks upon the town, com- 
ing within short range of the garrison. The sail- 
ors and marines landed, but the rebels fearlessly 
danced and waved their spears in broad daylight 
within two miles of the fort.” 

It is reported that 500 persons were massacred 
at Agig. A letter from Gen. Gordon, dated the 
lith inst., emphasizes the necessity of his re- 
maining to protect Kassala. He says his soldiers 
are in g¢g spirits, and are only awaiting the 
rising of the Nile to destroy the rebels.

MR. CLEARY GETS WORSTED. 
——_>—_—_- 
MUCH DISSATISFACTION WITH A REFEREE, 


WHO DECIDES IT AN EVEN THING. 


Livély dissatisfaction was expressed in- 


yells and jeers by the large crowd which as- 
sembled last night in Irving Hall to witnessa 
sparring match between Mr. Jack Burke, who 
lately arrived from England, thirsting for. the 
gore of Mr. Charley Mitchell, and Mr. Mike 
Cleary, the renowned conqueror of Sheriff, 
“the Prussian.” The men sparred four rounds, 
Maxquis of Queensberry rules, and the exhibi- 
tion was an excéllent display of scientific spar- 
ring, in which Mr. Burke clearly proved himself 
the superior of Mr, Cledry. The dissatisfaction 
of the crowd arose from the décision of one of 


the referees, for there were two—Prof. Mc- 
Clellan. and Mr. L, Plummer. The former 
decided that the stops and hits weré equal. The 
latter decided that Mr. Burke won the fight, 
haying led 17 times without. being stopped. The 
latter decision. was vociferously applauded, 
showing that the crowd thoroughly agreed with 
Mr, Plummer. 

There was the usual amount of preliminary 
sparring, after which the heroes of the evening 
made their appearance. _ Burke was stripped to 
the waist, and displayed a handsome pair of 
shoulders and a finely developed back. Cleary 
wore a white shirt in addition to his remaining 
garb, and looked in excellent condition, Mike 
Coburn seconded Cleary, while Burke was at- 
tended by Young Nixy and Charlie Norton. 
Billy Edwards was the timekeeper. 

When time was called for the first round the 
men quickly advanced from their corners and 
indulged in a great deal of feinting in spartiie 
‘ Burke finally led with his lef 
for Cl ’s body and fell short. After a little 
more feinting he Jed again with his left and 
caught Cleary fairly on the face. Another long 
interval of feinting followed, and the men ap- 
peared to be trymg to get each other’s measure. 
Then Burke’s left landed again on Cleary’s face. 
Cleary led next with his left, which was neatly 
stopped. Both did some feinting, and the round 
ended by each sending his left over the other’s 
shoulder. 

‘The second round opened with Burke’s getting 
his left in smartly on Cleary’s face, and follow- 
ing with another which went over Cleary's 
shoulder. Cleary then led with his left for 
Burke's breast, but was handsomely stopped. 
Burke got his left inon Cleary’s face, and the 
latter replied by landing his left on Burke’s 
body. . Burke then put two left-handers on 
Cleary’s nose and then one on his body, the last 
being answered by a counter dn the face. Burke 
got in two more on Cleary’s nose, and the round 
ended in feinting. Cleary opened the third 
round by planting his left in the middle of 
Burke’s face. The latter then turced the fight- 
ing. He put one on Cleary’s chest, then two on 
his right. eye, and then missed a body blow. Then 
he placed his left on the right eye again, and fol- 
lowed it with a swinging left-hander on his op- 
yoneass ribs. Like a flash he sent in the same 

and, landing on the top of Cleary’s head, gnd 
the audience cheered wildly. He followed” up 
his work with three left-handers on Cleary’s face, 
the latter getting in one left-hander on his body. 
Then Burke hit Cleary in the face once more 
with his left, and by a clean duck of his head got 
away from Cleary’s famous right-handed cross 
counter, ending the round amid great applause. 

In opening the fourth round, atter some feint- 
ing, Burke led twice with his left, hitting Cleary 
on the nose and cheek. Then he got in the same 
hand twice in succession on Cleary’s face. After 
some more feinting he landed his left heayily on 
Cleary’s body. He tried itagain, and succeeded. 
but received two swinging left-handers on his 
body.

PHILIP LEIDIG’S HALLUCINATION. 
Phew ta Later 
A GERMAN+CRAZED BY NOT BEING: ABLE: TO 
FIND HIS BROTHER. 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., July 28.—The au- 
thorities of Milton-on-the-Hudson sent to the 
insane asylum at Poughkeepsie to-day a Ger- 
man giving the name of Philip Leidig, 
who apparently has had his mind. un- 
hinged by his failure to find his  broth- 
er, an immigrant from Germany. Leidig ar- 
rived in Milton one day last week, and after he 
had béen there a day or sO he caused a sensation 


by accusing Fruit Grower Greggs Rhoades, an old 
and respected citizen of that place, of murdering 
his brother. The story Leidig told wa3 that until 
a short time ago he was employed in a spool cot- 
ton manufactory at Burlington, Vt. A week or 
so ago, he says, he received a telegram from 4 
younger brother in New-York, who stated he had 
just arrived from Wurtemburg, Germany, and 
had no funds to proceed to Vermont with. Pend- 
ing the arrival of his brother, according to Lei- 
dig, the immigrant wrote he had a chance to go 
to Milton to earn some money. When Leidig 
reached the Metropolis he was informed 
at Castle Garden that his brother had secured 
employment on the farm of a fruit grower 
named J. Hallock Young, at Milton, through an 
‘intelligence office.”’ Leidig says he was told 
three other Germans accompanied his brother. 
Leidig then started for Milton, and on inquir- 
ing at Mr. J. Hallock Young’s place was in- 
formed, he says, that only one of the four was 
working there, and that. the other three had 
gone to work for Greggs Rhoades. Leidig by this 
time had beeome greatly exercised over the 
loss of his brother. He says he then went 
to the farm of Greggs Rhoades, where, he 
states, his suspicions were aroused by seeing 
some shirts marked with his brother’s initials, 
and a suit of clothes. Léidig says Ke asked 
for work and it was given Him. All the 
while he had hopes of finding traces 
of his brother. The matter was brought before 
a Justice of the Péace, when it became apparent 
Leidig was crazéd, the derangement being caused 
by anxiety and grief about his brother. 

Greges Rhoades said Leiaig came on hig piace 
and asked for employment, and it was given him. 
He appeared to be all right mentally, and worked 
faithfully until noon, when he began talk- 
ing to himself. He was asked by Mr. 
Rhoades what the matter was, and in 
reply said: ‘* You have killed my brother.” The 
German went to Milton and began telling his 
story, in an earnest way, of the alleged murder, 
and in the meantime Mr. Rhoades swore 
out a Warrant for the man’s arrest. 
Leidig said he had an uncle in the 
clothing business in New-York. The magistrate 
telegraphed to the Chief of Police, but received 
no reply. ‘Two physicians, after examining 
Leidig and hearing his story, suggested that the 
best thing to do was to send him to an insane asy- 
lum. Leildig is about 30 years of age, well built, 
and evidently is an educated man. He talks 
rationally on every subject except that touching 
his brother. Whether or not Léeidig is his proper 
nameisnot known. His ss of what occurred 
on Mr. Young’s place has no foundation in fact.

EMERSON IN THE PULPIT. 


ANALYZING THE GREAT THINKER IN THE 
CONCORD SCHOOL OF PHILOSOPHY. 

ConcorD, July 28.—The Hillside Chapel 
was crowded this morning with an eager audi- 
ence to hear Mrs. E. D. Cheney and Miss Eliz- 
abeth P. Peabody speak on Emerson. Jt was a 
characteristic company. Excepting Dr. F. H. 
Hedge and Mr. Alcott, Miss Peabody is the oldest 
Transcendentalist now living. She looked bright 
and happy as she sat on the platform, a woman 
of whom the whole company were proud. The 
gray eyes kindled with the excitement of the 
hour. Old as she is, she stood up and read 
her paper in a strong, clear voice and with 
the vigor of a much younger person. She had 
known Emerson since 1822, when the acquaint- 
ance began by his teaching her Greek, and in her 
paper she brought out many fresh incidents in 
his religious career. The other lecturer, Mrs, 


Ednah D. Cheney, knew Emerson first when she 
was a Bostonschooilgirl, and was one of the com- 
pany that from the first constituted his Boston 
parish. Her lecture was sketchy, but was kept 
strictly to his workin Boston. She said Emer- 
son was no stranger in Boston. Though he was 
born in Harvard he resided in the city through 
all his early life, and it was the place in 
which he won most of his literary honors 
and first tried his lectures upon the public. 
It was something fortunate tor himself and 
others that he entered into the life of the city at 
so early anage. Boston, as he first knew it, was 
a commercial town, but was already a place con- 
secrated by historic memories. The city gave 
him his education until he entered Harvard. He 
was the soul of honor in those days, and his high 
courtesy could always meet all on equal terms. 
Everett’s and Channing’s preaching had their 
share in his early development. Although he 
preached fora short time at New-Bedford and 
in other places, he accepted a call to settle in 
Boston as his rightful place, and was installed as 
colleague with Henry Ware over the Second Uni- 
tarian Church in Hanover-street. The style of his 
sermons was not unlike Buckminster’s and Chan- 
ning’s, and the great spirit within them was felt 
by those in harmony with him, while it was clear 
to many that God had let loosea fresh thinker 
upon the planet. For many years he always fre- 
quented the old American House in Hanover- 
street, and would shut himself up there to finish 
a lecture which the music of his pines had not 
given him leisure for. In 1833 he went abroad, 
and when he returned he left Boston for Con- 
cord. But, though leaving Roston, he was not 
severed fromit. He still found there his intel- 
lectual companionship and his spiritual parish, 
and on the lecture platform he found opportu- 
nity for the freest and fullest expression of his 
life and thought. 

The influences of Emerson’s lectures in Bos- 
ton was simply inestimable. His audience was 
always growing. Theodore Parker was wont to 
thank God for the sun, the moon,and Ralph 
Waido Emerson. It was hard to tell what was 
Nature's teachings or his, they were so fully one. 
He greatly enjoyed his Boston Saturday Club. 
The Boston of degraded politics, of noisy blus- 
ter, was not his Boston. The real Boston to him 
held men whom to name the voice breaksand the 
eye is wet. His word was always sought and 
heeded in every crisis, and he was always on 
the side of right and freedom. His reception by 
a certain literary clique was hostile. It was the 
fashion of this class to sneer at his lectures as 
vague, whimsical, and incomprehensible. 
“Nothing but whipped syllabub.” said a literary 
man, now well-nigh forgotten. The late George 
8S. Hillard said: ** [ don’t understand Mr. Emer- 
son,” ina tone that implied the loss to be on 
Emerson’s side. After hearing the lecture on 
** Memory.” asmart young lawyer said to a lady 
who was talking of itto a friend: ‘ Oh, it was 
very pretty and pleasant, but there was no real 
thought in it. I can’t remember anything he 
said. Can you?” 

“Yes,” replied the lady. *“ He said * shallow 
brains have short memories.’” The wife of a 
miaister with whom he exchanged said: ** Waldo 
Emerson/came last Sunday and preached a ser- 
mon with his chin in the air in scorn of the 
whole human race.” Mrs. Cheney’s paper abound- 
ed in anecdotes, which showed how Emerson 
was received by both parties in Boston, and 
closed with the recital of his poem on the ** Bos- 
ton Tea Party of 1775.” 

Miss Peabody followed her in a lecture on 
* Emerson in the Pulpit,” in which she said: 

Emerson was always the preacher, as much out 
of the pulpit as in it; always and gy bbe it 
was his conscious purpose to utter a “thus saith 
the Lord.” It was a tact of his pre-existence: 
looking back threugh eight generations of bis 
ancestry, there was a preacher in every one. 
Among them was Sir Peter Bulkeley, one of the 
Independents whom Archbishop Laud made an 
unsuccessful attempt to constrain to uniformity. 
There is extant a volume of the writings of Sir 
Peter Bulkeley. which, though in the form 
of the repulsive theology of the day, 
proves that Mr. Emersun’s remote ancestor 
aad a spirit like his own, not to be paralyzed by 
écclesiasticism or captured by, the letter of the 
sacred Seripture, but intrinsically moral, wor- 
shiping God not for His power, but for His 
righteousness. My own Acquaintance with Mr. 
Emerson dated from 1822; it lapsed for 10 years, 
comprehending all the time he was studying 
divinity and preaching at the Second Church in 
Boston. It was then renewed, through his aunt 
and my friend, Miss May Emerson. I had never 
heard Mr. Emerson preach while he was settled 
in Boston, but immediately on this return 
from Europe I heard him preach a _ ser- 
mon on the occasion of the death of 
his most intimate friend, Mr. Sampson. 
It was a wonderful discourse, as it seemed to 
me, who was familiar with, and had grown up 
in, the best preaching of the time. From this 
time forth I never omitted an opportunity to 
hear him preach. He was always a preacher of 
Christ *“* whose giory was with his Father,” but 
from first to flast he never shut in his vision of 
the Living God to the limitations of his own 
or any other individual conception, but dwelt 
and spoke from that temple of the moral senti- 
ment in which all men commune with all other 
men as children of an impartial Father of the 
human race. In 1835 and 1836 I often went to 
East Lexington with him, where he was supply- 
ing the pulpit. On one of the occasions, as we 
were returning to Concord, I repeated to bim 
the reply one woman made me when I asked her 
why the society did not call to settle over them 
an eminent preacher whom Mr. Emerson had 
sent in his stead the Sunday before. 

** Oh, Miss Peabody,” she said; ** we are a very 
simple people here; we cannot understand any- 
body but Mr. Emerson.” 

It was his purpose to minister the living spirit, 
whom he sought everywhere, and, above all, in 
his own heart and imagination. In every form 
of his utterance he touched the profound depth 
of poetry, whether he sang in verse or spoke in 
prose. Much of his prose is as melodious as 
nis verse —witness his first publication, ** Nat- 
ure,’’ which was, not to me alone, the apoca- 
lypse of our transcendental era in Boston. For 
if the lifeless understanding of the day mistook 
it for a denial of Christ, upon those whose hearts 
“the forms of young imagination had made 
pure” it flashed the first light of the revelation 
of * the friend of man.” Heread this sentence 
to his wife and myself, and I said, “* You will put 
a capital F to the word ‘ friend?’” He reflect- 
ed, then said, ‘No. Directly I put that capital 
F my readers go to sleen.” 

So much time was taken with the two lectures 
that the conversation was unusually short.

He claimed that Emer- 
son was something more than a poet; that the 
great contemporary poets recognized him as 
such, and that he would have been regarded as a 

oet had he never written aline of verse. He 
fad the threefold. unity of insight, expression, 
ayd.wiil, even more than Wordsworth, Victor 
Yugo, or even Goethe. He was much more than 
Marcus Aurelius. He was not only a poet 
of high rank, but the best appreciator 
of the po@ts that the modern world seen. 
He was the chief transcendental poet of New- 
England. There is hardly a poem or evena verse 
of his that is not worth preserving. In those 
poems love was duly recognized, also mysticism. 
He would have written much in verseif he had 
been content with his own metrical expression 
as constantiy as he was delighted with it some- 
times. The lecture closed with numerous quo- 
tatations from Emerson’s chief poems, and was 
followed by a conversation that was deeply in- 
teresting, and occupied the rest of the evening.

Mrs. Greely 
has a face and figure of such remarkable beau 
that it cannot fail to attract the attention an 
arouse the admiration of all who meet her, 
She is apparently about 30 years of age, 
tall and sijender, and an unusuaill 
well-rounded figure. Her complexion is dar 
and her hair and eyes black as araven’s wing. 
Her eyes are large and luminous and full of in- 
telligent expression. Her features are ular 
and well cut, although the traces of care and sad- 
ness caused by the three years of uncertainty as 
to the fate of her husband are still plainly visi- 
bie. In manner Mrs. Greely is ganeeingty 
pleasant, and she treated every one with that 
natural courtesy and cordiality which always 
indicates the thorough bi ing of a lady. 
She was dressed in a plain traveling costume of 
deep black. > : 

*“T have never been interviewed,” she said, 
“andI feela delicacy about anything being 
printed as coming from me, for the 
reason that I do not know of any- 
thing that [ could say that would 
of any interest to the public.

“I suppose you were very agreeably surprised 
by the news of your husband's rescue?” ob- 
served the reporter. 

“Yes and no. The first shock of joy occa- 
sioned by the telegram from Gen. Hazen that 
my husband had been found and was on his way 
home was very great, but 1 cannot admit that 
it surprised me, for I had never given 
himup. I had an abiding faith in his ability, 
and was positive that he would return safely to 
his home. Our people gave him up as lost 
a long time ago and tried to con- 
vince me that further ho was useless, 
and although I have worn the sombre robes 
of mourning for several months past, I could 
never convince myself that I was in reality a 
widow, and you see,” she added, a joyful smile 
illuminating her whole countenance, “my 
wifely instincts were correct, for my husband 
is returning to me again safe and sound. and, I 
hope, never to leave my side again.” 

“How long were you cut off from communi- 
cation with your husband?” 

“IT did not hear a word from him from the 
time the fieet which took him to the arctic regions 
left bim three years ago this coming August 
until I heard of his rescue from Gen. Hazen, 
and afterward received a telegram from Lieut.

RUGG'’S AGED MOTHER DEAD. 

Mrs. Clarissa Rugg, wife of the Rev 
Henry Rugg,and mother of Charles H. Rugg, 
murderer of the Maybee women at Brookville, 
town of Oyster Bay, Long Isiand, died at her 
home in Bridgehampton, Long Island, on Satur- 
day.

My wife and 
child died soon after I was convicted, and now, 
my God! my poor mother, and I the cause of her 
death ’ The unfortunate man threw himself on 
the cot in his cell and “cried his fill... Aftera 
few minutes he said, *‘ I’d like to have seen her 
before 1 die myself, but God tells me I'll see her 
in heaven. I’m ready to die now; I've nobody 
left... Rugg took the news of his mother’s death 
greatly to heart, and the jail officials think it will 
affect his mind.

CHAMPIONS OF EARLY CLOSING.

The line of 
march was up First-avenue from Houston to 
Nineteenth-street, down Avenue A from Nine- 
teenth to Houston-street, up Avenue B to Nine- 
teenth-street, and down Avenue C to Houston- 
street. After the parade there was a meeting in 
Pythagoras Hall, where several speeches were 
made.

BAD SANITARY CONDITION OF PANAMA AND 
THE ISTHMUS GENERALLY. . 

Panama, July 19.—The steamer Avon, 


which arrived at Aspinwall yesterday, brought a 
part of the crew of the British steamer Mediator. 
The Mediator was sunk in the. harbor of Cura- 
¢0a bya collision with the Hamburg-American 
Company’s steamer Thuringia, which ran into 
her, striking her amidships, as she was lying 
alongside of the wharf, with steam up and ready 
for sea. The Mediator sank in 16 fathoms of 
water. No lives were lost. 

Panama and the isthmus generally is in a most 
unenviable sanitary condition. Yellow fever has 
had many victims, although it cannot be said to 


be epidemic, and has maintained about the same 
ground of advance on our population for the last 
three y Tae best informed medical men as- 
sert that the disease is endemic on the isthmus, 
andis one of the various fevers of acclimita- 
tion, if not the principal of the fevers which 
attack the new comers. There are now about 

cases in Panama hospitals in addition 
to several in private ands. Old resi- 
dents do not any attention to yellow 
Jack, but the disease has uliar horrors for 
strangers. The worst visitation we have suffered 
for several years is one occasioned by impure 
water and bad food, and it is now committing 
considerable ravages. This is tropical dysentery, 
and there seems to be really an epidemic of that 
dangerous malady in progress. There are now 
in the hospitals fully 175 persons suffering ffom 
dypentery. and medical men say that more than 
half the ents are ill of the same disease. 
it isaspecies of cholerine, and in many cases 
terminates fatally. 

The question of quarantine against vessels 
poms cholera ports is agitating the public mind 

ere. 

Dr. Nufiez, the President of the republic, is on 
his way to the capital to assume the direction of 
affairs. There were many rumors that he would 
not be allowed to take his seat as President; that 
his party had disowned and deposed him; that 
the Colombian Guard, on whose bayonets he de- 
pended, had become hostile; that the important 
State of Cauca was up in revolution, and many 
other reports to the same effect, in which there 
is probably no truth. Nufiez is practically a 
dictator, particularly in the use of power 
to keep himself in his position. He is a 
shrewd politician, and has managed to se- 
cure the passage of a law which places 
in his hands the military power of the country, 
and permits its interference in affairs of the dif- 
ferent States. The “Law of public order,” so 
called, a creation of the fertile brain of this 
Colombian ruler, announces the obligation of 
the National Government to maintain order in 
the different States, and to sustain the authority 
of the State Governments if threatened by revo- 
lution. Having secured the passage of this 
law, it only remained for him to secure the 
election of persons in the different States 
who were his devoted friends and adherents, and 
perpetuate their authority by the military arm. 
Certain recent indications manifest much dis- 
satisfaction with this order of things, and have 
given the rumors alluded to the appearance of 
probability. The Conservative Party, the most 
powerful among the better classes, begins again 
to exert its influence and advance its preten- 
sions, and itis possible they may introduce into 
the country a renewal of thescenes and struggles 
of the war of 1876. 

PANAMA, Via Galveston, July 28,—The 
National Government has canceled its orders 
for the enforcement of quarantine regulations. 
The canal company is opposed to any quarantine. 
Dr. Lopez, the company’s physician, died from 
dysentery on Saturday. The hospitals are 
tilled. The canal company bas advertised for 
tenders for a new hospital tor Colon. 

Heavy rains are seriously delaying work on 
the canal. 
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IDLE THREATS. 
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DR. O'DONNELL LEAVES SAN FRANCISCO 
LEPERLESS AND WITHOUT BLOODSHED. 
From the San Francisco Alta, July 21. 

At1P. M. yesterday thesand lotheld be- 
tween 300 and 400 peopie of all grades of society. 
mainly attracted by the expectation of a row 
between C. C. O’Donnell and his followers and 
the police, when the former should attempt to 
parade to the Oakland boat with his (mythical) 
lepers. The day previous the standing candidate 
for Coroner had asserted that his scaly pets 


could only be taken from him after life was ex- 
tinct, and that a cordon of 2,00 desperate men 
would protect him in the accomplishment of his 
object as long as they had breath in _ their 
bodies. Needless to say, the prophecies of 
the lice were correct—neither the lepers 
nor the desperate 2,000 were present. A 
few minutes atter 1 O’Donnell drove up in an 
open hack drawn by four horses, and preceded 
by two little German bands and a cart covered 
by a rude framework, on which were exhibited 
the rude portraits of a dozen hideously seamed, 
scarred, and swollen faces. In the back with the 
doctor was a long-bearded individual, wearing a 
saffron-colored robe of curious make and adorned 
with a red cross. This nondescript was at first 
taken fora patent medicine advertisement, but 
this ingenious theory was dissipated by O’Don- 
nell’s statement that he was a crusader, bent on 
the destruction of the Chinese. O’Donnell spoke 
for an hour, outlining his programme at the out- 
set,and devoting the remainder of his time to 
abusing the authorities who interfered with his 
plans. Mayor Lartlett and all the inhabitants of 
the new City Hall were characterized as rascals 
in the employ of the Chinese companies, ang the 
police were pronounced their tools. He caliéd on 
the mob to boycott, destroy, and suppress every 
paper that denounced him, and to support him 
tor Coroner, after which he made way for the 
crusader. Thatirelic spoke for five minutes in 
English so broken that the tenor of his remarks 
could not be gathered, and then the “ proces- 
sion” was formed for the march to the ferry. 
One band led the way, and O’Donnell followed 
in his flag-decorated hack and doffed his hat 
whenever he caught the eye of an acquaintance 
in the crowd on the sidewalks. The portrait van 
followed, and the second band brought up the 
rear. The line of march was down Market- 
street to Kearny, to California, and the ferry. 
Here O’ Donnell again harangued the crowd, and 
finally skipped aboard the 3 o’clock boat, where 
he was joined by his wife, and, leperless, started 
on his pilgr e, proving himself to be what 
respectable people have always thought him— 
nothing but an addle-pated notoriety-hunting 
nuisance, so small as to be scarce worth the 
trouble of abating. 

CuicaGco, Ill, July 28.—Dr. C. C. O’Don- 
nell, of San Francisco, who has made a special 
study of leprosy, and makes it the basis of an 
argument for the expulsion of the Chinese 
from this country, arrived here Saturday 
and announced that he had two lepers on the 
way here, and would exhibit them on the jake 
front this afternoon. The health authorities 
warned him that this would not be per- 
mitted, and they were not shown, the 
doctor announcing that they had not arrived. 
He gave a Jecture and exhibited photographs of 
persons affiicted with leprosy. He says he 
proposes to exhibit his lepers in the principal 
Eastern cities. Doubts are expressed in some 
quarters about his having any living lepers.

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THROWING LIFE LINES. 


A COMPETITION AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

About five weeks ago the Board of Fire 
Commissioners passed a resolution offering a re- 
ward of promotion to any member of the uni- 
formed Fire Department who, in one month, 
should invent the cheapest and most effective 
means of throwing a life line into or over a high 
building. Some of the ambitious firemen who 
had knowedge of mechanics began work at once 
on various contrivances, and yesterday six of 
them had each completed an arrangement by 
which they hoped to be elevated to a higher 
rank. The Commissioners decided to have them 
all experimented upon at one time, and in order 
to do this the six inventors’ were taken yester- 
day, with their machines, to a point on the Hud- 
son just opposite Spuyten Duyvil, where the 
lines could be thrown up against the smooth 
face of, the Palisades, which are about 400 feet 


high at that place. The fireboat Zophar Milis 
left the foot of Morton-street at about 1:30 
o’clock, having on board Fire Commissioners 
Van Cott, Croker, and Purroy, Excise Commis- 
sioner Morris, Chief of Department Shay, Assist- 
ant Chief Bonner, Chief of Battalion Purroy, 
Capt. Pnil Sheridan, and a aumber of others, 
beside the inventors, who wanted to judge of 
the merits of the inventions. 

On reaching the spot selected the first move 
was to measure the height of the bluffs, and to 
do this a tireman carried a line 450 feet long to 
the top, but, when he tried to throw this to the 
bottom, it was found that the trees growing 
around the base prevented him from doing s0, as 
the line caught in their branches. Then the 
plan to measure the length of line thrown by 
each contrivance was adopted, and operations 
were immediately begun. The first man to try 
his luck was Patrick F. Ryan, of Engine Com- 
pany No. 25. He produced from a highly polished 
wooden box a small brass cannon, about as large 
as those with which emall boys celebrate their 
holidays, and explained its merits before firing it. 
The weapon was loaded with % grains of ordinary 
gunpowder and an iron rod7 inches long, into 
which was fixed a second rod, which opened out 
like a knife blade when the cannon was fired. 
The rod fitted exactly in the cannon bore. To 
the smaller rod a line was fastened, and the 
whole affair was the projectile. Ryan placed the 
little “ slug,” as he called it, on the ground, and 
kneeling down sighted it at the yee er angle, 
and then by means of a hammer discharged it. 
Up shot the linea distance of 357 feet, and then 
with a graceful curve dropped over among the 
trees.

This inventor had an ordinary, but powerful, 
skyrocket, to the end of which was attacbed a 
line, and it shot the cord 300 feet up the face of 
the bluff. Francis J. Gray, also of Engine Com- 
yany No. 18, had another skyrocket, and shot his 
ine 368 feet up into the air. B. VF. Morris, who 
belongs to Hook and Ladder Company No. 15, 
and who formerly was a member of the Govern- 
ment Life-Saving Corps, produced an eclaborate- 
ly constructed machine for firing a skyrocket, 
and sent a line whizzing up the mountain about 
400 feet. No measurement could be taken, as the 
rocket carried the line up a distance which was 
higher than the length of the line, but as there 
were 350 feet of line the height could be guessed. 

Then came Otto C. Rigi, who is a machinist in 
the department repair shops, and who bad con- 
structed an air gun, the bullet from which took 
the line up about 300 feet. The contrivance was 
arranged so that the bullet could be propelled by 
either steam or air, and could be worked very 
easily either way. This completed the list of 
“department inventors,” but Mr. John Travers, 
of Albany, who has spent many years in trying 
to perfect a means of throwing a life line, ex- 
hibited an invention he had recently completed. 
It consisted simply of a heavy-bored short rifle, 
in which was used sn ounce of blasting powder, 
earrying a half-pound iron bullet, to which was 
attached the line. He tried it and sent the ball 
and line about 260 feet. 

The men then gathered up their ‘* shooters” 
and set sail in the trusty Zophar Mills for the 
“department,” each confident that the award 
will be made to him. The Commissioners ex- 
pressed themselves as more than satisfied with 
all of the projectiles, and promised to decide the 
question as to whose was the best at the soonest

CLUBBED BY POLICEMEN.

SERIOUS CHARGES MADE AGAINST MEMBERS

On June 20, at No. 239 West Sixty-fifth- 
street, Michael Ryan, a plasterer, celebrated the 
christening of his child, and early next morning, 
while the celebrants were enjoying themselves, 
half a dozen officers of the Thirty-first Precinct, 
the most conspicuous of whom were Valentine 
Smith, John Connor, UC.

Kelly, who was battered about the head 
and arms, was locked up for disorderly conduct, 
and was fined $5 by Justice Murray.

He has not 
since been able to work. Yesterday, with his 
head swathed in bandages, he called at Police 
Headquarters with Kyan, to prefer charges. 
Superintendent Walling directed them to perfect 
their complaints against the oflicers and to call 
on him to-morrow. Ryan says that Officer Smith 
bears him malice, and that some time ago he at- 
tempted to club himin Eighth-avenue while he 
was talking to his sister and another young 
woman, who saved him by throwing themselves 
between him and the officer’s club and enabled 
him to escape.

CORP. VON NORDHEIN’S SUICIDE. 


HE SHOOTS THE TOP OF HIS HEAD OFF IN 
THE NAVY YARD BARRACKS. 

Sitting undressed in his quarters at the 
Marine Barracks, in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
Corp. Ernest Von Nordhein committed suicide 
yesterday morning by blowing the top of his 
head off with a mfle. After loading the weapon 
he sat down near his bed, and placing the muzzle 
against his left eye, pushed back the trigger 
with his bare toe. Blood splashed on the walls, 
and pieces of hair and flesh were found sticking 
to the roof, through which the bullet passed. 
Nocauseis known for the suicide. Von Nordhein 
was 39 vears of age, and joined the service 
eight years ago. He was aman of good educa- 
tion and exemplary habits, and was generally 
looked up to by his comrades. None of the men 
with whom he associated seemed to know much 
about Von Nordhein, but from several circum- 
stances connected with his career since his enlist- 
ment it was believed that he came of a good Ger- 
man family. Some of the men at the barracks 
said that he had a wife in Pennsylvania, but noth- 
ing definite could be learned on that point by the 
Coroner. In Von Nord@hein’s trunk a number of 
papers were found, but he had defaced most of 
the writing and carefully torn off names and ad- 
dresses from the letters. 

Yon Nordhein obtained leave of absence on Sun- 
day morning, and returned to barracks on the 
night of that day apparently much depressed in 
spirits. Recently he had spoken of a legacy that 
had been left to him in the old country, and ex- 
pressed some fear that he would be unable to get 
the money. Yesterday morning Von Nordhein 
arose from bed about 5 o’clock. He was seen sit- 
ting ina chair, undressed, and apparently ina 
meditative mood, by a marine named Peter 
Sparks, who passed through the room at that 
hour. A few minutes later Sparks heard the re- 
port of aritie. He rushed back to the room and 
found Von Nordhein lying on the floor in a pool 
of blood. Death was almost instantaneous. Cor- 
oner Menninger impaneled a jary,and a verdict 
was rendered in accordance with the facts. As 
Von Nordhein has no relatives that are known in 
this country the naval authorities will take 
charge of his burial.

THE ALDERMEN VOTE TO HAVE 
PLACED IN MANY STREETS. 

A large number of resolutions were 
adopted by the Board of Aldermen yesterday re- 
questing the Commission for Lighting the 
Streets to substitute the electric light for gas in 
a large number of the streets of this city, includ- 
ing most of those leading to the ferries. Among 
the number were Houston-street, from river to 
river; Greenwich-avenue, trom Sixth to Eighth 
avenue; Centre’ street, from Chambers. to 
Broome; Avenues B and D, from Houston 
street to Fourteenth, and also Paradise Park.

jon.”’ 

Alderman Grant favored the electric light in 

reference to gus. ‘“‘The Superintendent of 

,olice has said,” remarked the Alderman, “ that 
every clectric light is worth an extra police- 
man.” 

The motion to reconsider was lost, and Alder- 
man O'Neil soon evolved a resolution providing 
that all the streets of the city be lighted by the 
electric light. Alderman Grant amended it so as 
to make the resolution read **all the principal 
streets so far as precticable.” After some 
squabbling the resolution was laid on the 
table. 
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A SUIT AGAINST SHERIFF DAVIDSON. 

Papers were served last evening upon 
Sheriff Alexander V. Davidson in a suit brought 
against him by the German Insurance Bank, of 
Louisville, Ky. It appears that the German Jn- 
surance Bank brought a suit against a man 
named Weil, involving over $500, in which it re- 
covered judgment. Execution was placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff on the 22d of May. On the 
18th of June Weil paid the Sheriff the full 
amount due, together with his (the Sheriff's) 
charges. The Sheriff claims, ordinarily, that he 
may keep money collected by him for the period 
of 60 days from the date of execution; but at 
the end of 60 days he is expected to pay it over 
to the parties whose property it is. In the pres- 
ent case, however, the Sheriff refuses to pay, or 
at any rate he has failed to do so, although fre- 
quently requested to turn over the amount to 
the representatives of the German Insurance 
Bank.

The Commissioner of Internat Revenue says

CHICAGO, July 28.—The leading produce man 
kets were generally more active to-day and much 
stronger.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this region, local showers 
and partly cloudy weather, winds becoming 
variable, stationary temperature. 

According to the explanation given in 
our Washington.dispatches of the drain of 
gold from the Treasury reserves it is not 
carried out of the country, but goes into 
the banks, and through them more or less 
into the general circulation. But the proc- 
ess illustrates the futility of the effort of 
Congress to direct the course of the mate- 
rials of exchange, which are governed by 
laws more powerful than its enactments. 
The Sub-Treasury, in making use of the 
Clearing House here, is a party to the 
agreement by which gold alone is used in 
the settlement of balances, and it thereby 
constitutes a conduit for draining gold 
from the Treasury into the banks, where it 
more properly belongs. The real fault lies 
in the Government acting at all as a bank 
of issue, in which capacity its reserves are 
subject to the operations of the Treasury 
as an agency for ieceiving and disbursing 
the public moneys. 


The appointment of a Commissioner to 
‘take charge of the-new National Bureau 
of Labor Statistics.is in abeyance until the 
President’s return to the capital. In the 
meantime there areunauthenticated state- 
ments circulated that one M. F. HOLDER- 
MAN, of Illinois, a-clerk in the Surgeon- 
General’s office, has been selected for the 
place. There is no-evidence of the qualifi- 
cation of this man for such a post nor 
of any other reason for selecting him for 
it, but the President has been somewhat 
eccentric in his appointments since the 
Republican National Convention. The 
most probable supposition, however, is that 
the report about the selection is without 
foundation. There seems to be a peculiar 
difficulty in settling this appointment. Mr. 
JaRReETT lost it by making imprudent re- 
marks about the President. Mr. Pow- 
DERLY’s chances were apparently de- 
stroyed by a similar imprudence when his 
claims were first passed over. It may be 
well now to look.for a real statistician for 


the place. 





The star route case which has come be- 
fore Controller LAWRENCE on appeal is 
clearly provided for in the statutes. The 
law says that when a bidder to whom a 
contract has been awarded fails to enter 
into contract and] begin service the check 
deposited with his bid shall be forfeited, 
and that the Government shall proceed in 
the courts to recover from him the differ- 
ence between the cost of two years’ serv- 
ice at his bid and the cost of the same at 
‘the rates which the Government is forced 
to pay because of his failure. In the palmy 
days of the star route ring the Government 
was repeatedly swindled by “failing” bid- 
‘ders who were the.tools of ring contractors. 


By means of these fraudulent failures to 
enter into contract enormous pay was 
secured by members of the ring, and their 
confederates in the department assisted 
them in evading the law concerning dam- 
ages. Suit would be brought, and then 
the Sixth Auditor would recommend a 
compromise. In one case the Govern- 
ment’s loss was $228,000, and the matter 
was compromised by the payment of $646. 
In another the direct and indirect losses 
were $294,367, and the defendants, upon 
the recommendation of Brapy and with 
the Postmaster-General’s consent, were 
released upon the payment of $500. 


There seems now to be no doubt that 
the pestilence is really abating both at 
Toulon and at Marseilles. The cable letter 
of our special correspondent, published on 
Sunday, made it clear that ampler facil- 
ities could not have been provided for the 
spread of a filth disease than were fur- 
nished by the municipalities of these two 
cities. It is a repetition of the same dis- 
mal story that has been told of the re- 
peated epidemics of yellow fever in the 
Southwest. If this ghastly admonition to 
cities as yet unvisited to set themselves in 
order is not heeded it is possible that the 
ravages of the pestilence in the Mediter- 
ranean cities may be remembered only 
as comparatively trivial incidents in its 
progress. 


that “‘it is a difficult task for the Spanish 
Government to reconcile the conflicting 
commercial interests of the Peninsula and 
Cuba.” Besides its caution and profund- 
ity this observation has the merit of 
truthfulness. It is a difficult task, just as 
it would be to reconcile with the interests 
of sheep the fondness of wolves for mut- 
ton. Hitherto Cuba has been as a sheep, 
and she is now not only shorn but skinned. 
Her indisposition to be also devoured is 
regarded at Madrid with grave solicitude; 
but elsewhere it should be a source of en- 
couragement for the future of the island. 

The Figaro’s advice to France to give 
** perfidious Albion” the cold shoulder and 
seek an alliance with Germany will create 
a flutter of excitement among the priests 
and milliners, who are the most assiduous 
readers of that lively sheet. But, how- 
ever frequently England may have 
‘*thwarted France,” it is not conceivable 
that any serious-minded Frenchman will 
look upon the Figaro’s plea for closer re- 
lations with Germany as anything 
more than a piece of mild midsum- 
mer madness. Germany was an “ hon- 
est enemy,” of course, because she 
had the heaviest battalions, and in her 
last trial of strength with France she 
could afford to rely upon the sword and 
the needle gun and other straightforward 
arguments, but Austria’s experience with 
her in the days preceding and following 
the Gastein convention makes the Figa- 
ro’s conclusion that she would be an 
‘honest ally” seem open to question. 
Germany has now nothing to ask of 
France or to fear from her, and so long as 
her destinies are controlled by Bismarck 
France can expect no good from her 
‘* friendship.” 





UNDERRATING THE PEOPLE. 

It is our belief that politicians and party 
organs very generally underrate both the 
intelligence and the honesty of the great 
mass of the people of this country. The 
security of a free Government like ours 
rests absolutely upon popular intelligence 
and integrity, and unless they pre- 
vail over the forces of chicanery 
and false pretense there is no safe- 
ty for the Republic. There are, 
no doubt, classes of citizens which 
are numerous in some communities that 
can be easily misled by demagogues—cit- 
izens who are too ignorant to comprehend 
their own share in the responsibility for 
good government and with a moral sense so 
blunt that they can be led through sordid 
motives toact against the general welfare. 
But the people of the United States as a 
whole are very apt to reach sound con- 
clusions and to act according to the dic- 
tates of good sense and common honesty 
in the end. 

The men who secured the nomination 
of Mr. BLAINE at Chicago, and who are 
most zealous in their efforts to promote 
his election, seem to have acted and to 
be acting on the assumption either that 
the people can be deceived regarding the 
facts of his career and the qualities that 
make up his character, or that they are 
indifferent to the standard of public and 
private action of a candidate to whom 
they are asked to give their confi- 
dence. In fact, both of these assump- 
tions appear to have been made and 
to be very persistently adhered to. 
What Mr. Biatne is and what he has 
done is amatter of public record. How it 
is to be judged depends upon the moral 
and political standard of those who 
are to judge him. He has shown him- 
self capable of using a position of public 
influence and responsibility to promote 
his own personal gain, and the evidence 
has been furnished largely by himself. 
He has shown himself capable of great 
duplicity and arrogant false pretense 
when driven to shield his conduct from 
exposure. In dealing with public ques- 
tions and great interests he has never ex- 
hibited thorough information, sound 
thought, stable convictions, and upright 
purposes, but has resorted to displays of 
rhetoric, appeals to prejudice, and tricks 
of deception to makea popular impression 
which he believed would be favorable to 
his ends. 

His supporters, some of whom are self- 
deceived, seem to think it possible to 
make the people believe that Mr. BLAINE is 
a profound statesman and a pure patriot. 
They either hope to keep his real char- 
acter concealed or to have their own 
interpretation of the facts of his career 
accepted. In this they underrate the 
general intelligence, which will eagerly 
seek the evidence of what is alleged 
and judge it by their own keen com- 
mon sense. If these men cannot pre- 
vent the people from arriving at a sound 
judgment they hope to induce them to 
act in violation of its dictates. Therein 
they underrate the moral sense and hon- 
esty to conviction of the average American 
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citizen, who represents the majority of all 
American citizens. The same statements 
apply to their efforts to falsify the charac- 
ter and record of the opposing candidate. 
The facts cannot be concealed, nor can the 
people for any long time be deluded in re- 
gard to them. 

The workingmen of the country are 
peculiarly subject to the kind of insult to 
their intelligence and honesty that is im- 
plied in every effort to deceive and mis- 
lead them, It is assumed that they are 
incapable of exact information and clear 
ideas and that they can be controlled 
through ignorance and prejudice. It is 
often those who make the greatest 
pretense of being their friends that 
take this low view of their capacity 
to judge and of their disposition to act 
upon principles of honesty. We believe 
that all such calculations upon the inabil- 
ity of the people to understand the mat- 
ters in regard to which they are called 
upon to judge and to act in the exercise of 
their rights as citizens and upon their will- 
ingness to sustain that which is essentially 
bad are based upon a false estimate of the 
popular character. We are neither ‘‘a 
nation of rascals” nor a nation of fools. 





POLICE DETECTIVE METHODS. 


The Superintendent and the chief clerk 
of the Board of Police have felt con- 
strained to say something about the posi- 
tion in which the police force has been 
placed by the arrest and arraignment of 
** Mother MANDELBAUM.” 

The evidence for the accusation that 
the woman has enjoyed the protection of 
the police for many years while plying 
her vocation as a projector of robber- 
ies and a receiver of stolen goods is 
of two’ kinds. A female shoplifter, 
now in prison for larceny, has made 
affidavits directly charging several mem- 
bers of the force with having taken bribes 
from the woman MANDELBAUM. The other 
evidence, though entirely circumstantial 
and negative, has had even more influence 
in convincing people that the police must 
have been bribed not to interfere with the 
woman’s business. It is the fact that, al- 
though her character and the nature of 
her business had for years been notorious, 
nothing that could be called a serious at- 
tempt to bring her to justice had ever 
been made, 

With regard to the testimony of the 
thief Mr. WALLING makes explanations 
which tend to convict her, not necessarily 
of willful perjury, but of recklessly declar- 
ing to be matters of fact what could 
have been only conjectures and inferences 
of herown. He adds that he ‘‘ would not 
convict any one upon the uncorroborated 
testimony of a professional thief.” 


Too much may easily be made, in a case 
like this, of the bad character of a witness. 
Perjury may be exposed, and express 
malice, among people of the class to which 
this shoplifter belongs, may be trusted 
in an examination in court, though 
not in affidavits, to defeat itself by ex- 
hibiting itself. On the other hand, if we 
were to refuse the testimony of persons of 
bad character we should never get at any 
evidence at all upon such offenses as that 
charged upon the police. A ‘‘ fence” does 
not callin persons of unblemished char- 
acter to witness the bargain she makes to 
buy off a troublesome detective. Such 
evidence as that of the woman Hory 
should be accepted only if and in so far 
as it is consistent with what are otherwise 
known to be the facts of the case. 

Now, the facts of this case do supply 
the corroboration which Superintendent 
WALLING very properly requires. If the 
police had secured a conviction of the 
woman MANDELBAUM, or if, without se- 
curing a conviction, they had ‘ raided” 
her place until they made her life and her 
business a burden to her and drove her to 
ply her trade in seclusion, then the charges 
made in the affidavits of the shoplifter 
would have had no force at all, and no- 
body would have paid the slightest atten- 
tion tothem. What makes the charges dam- 
aging is precisely that they are so corrob- 
orated, They doexplain, ina more probable 
fashion than any other attempt so far 
made to explain it has done, the immunity 
that this woman has enjoyed so long. 
They explain why it is that anybody who 
wishes to bring certain classes of offenders 
to justice finds that his success depends 
upon concealing his intention beforehand 
not only from his victims but also from 
the police. 

While thisis the case, it is useless to 
argue against a story in itself probable 
that the person who tells it is unworthy 
of belief, or to argue that the police can- 
not effectually do the things it exists in 
order todo. A private detective has se- 
cured in a civil suit, and it seems he has 
secured also in a criminal proceeding, the 
evidence for which the police pretends to 
have been vainly searching these many 
years. This so completely discredits the 
police that it is interesting to note the 
official explanations of it. It seems, ac- 
cording to Mr. WALLING, that the 
police could not perform this feat 
because the police does not con- 
tain ‘‘a detective unknown to Mrs. 
MANDELBAUM,” and, according to Mr. 
HAWLEY, that “ all the official detectives 
were better known by sight to professional 
thieves and their accomplices than they 
were to the Police Commissioners.” So it 
seems that all that any receiver of stolen 
goods has to do in order to avoid official 
detection is to refuse to sell stolen goods 
to members of the detective force. ‘‘ The 
Police Department,” according to Mr. 
WaLLinG, ‘‘ has never employed outside 
detectives,” and he thinks that such em- 
ployment ‘‘ would be of doubtful policy ;” 
so that the fence may sell goods to all 
comers in the serene confidence that the 
police will not betray her by sending a 
stranger instead of an old friend to ascer- 
tain whether the goods are stolen. 


Really, none of the attacks upon the 
police are more injurious to it than these 
official defenses. Mr. HAW Ley ‘did not 
know why it was that the District Attor- 
ney’s office acted toward the Police De- 
partment in a way to evince hostility.” 
And yet there is a plausible explanation. 
It is that a District Attorney may some- 
times be an eccentric person who honestly 
means to do his duty and enforce the laws. 


It would be interesting to know how such 
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@ person could fail to “evince hostility” 
toward the Police Department. 


AVOID THE WELLS. 


The careful examination of water taken 
from wells in this city recently made by Dr. 
Epson and his assistants revealed facts of 
great importance which ought to have 
been discovered and given to the public 
long ago. It appears that not one of the 
thousands of wells—driven, artesian, or ex- 
cavated—that have been made on this 
island supplies water that can safely be used 
in cooking or to quench thirst. Analysis 
of this water, drawn, it may be, from de- 
posits a thousand feet below the sur- 
face, proves that it is heavily charged 
with organic matter. One can easily be- 
lieve that water taken by pumps cr buck- 
ets from ordinary shallow wells in thickly 
settled parts of the city is unfit for use, 
for such a well must have many of the 
characteristics of a cesspool. Offensive 
liquids soak through the soil from the sur- 
face and enter these receptacles. Sewage 
inevitably finds its way intothem. The 
water may appear to be clean, and it may 
be palatable, but it contains the seeds of 
disease, 

Many intelligent persons have supposed, 
however, that, while shallow open wells 
might be dangerous, artesian wells and 
deep driven wells supplied pure water. It 
is possible to procure pure water in some 
cities from artesian wells, but, owing to 
the peculiar geological formation of this 
island, wells of this kind thousands of 
feet deep are as bad as those only thirty feet 
deep. Sewage and other offensive matter 
constantly accumulating on the surface in 
a city of 1,400,000 inhabitants works 
downward, and those who draw water 
from artesian wells bring it up again. 
Analyses show that the deepest wells do 
not escape contamination. 

Many of the most dangerous preventa- 
ble diseases are caused or communicat- 
ed by the water that we drink. 
Water polluted by matter rejected by 
the human system should be avoided 
as one avoids a deadly poison. The 
water supply of a family or a group 
of families, if polluted by such matter, 
may not only cause disease, but also con- 
vey it from the sick to those who are in good 
health. Those who use water taken from 
such wells as these which Dr. EDSON has 
condemned are always in danger. Asiatic 
cholera, like some other plagues, is fos- 
tered by filth, and it is believed that the 
disease spreads rapidly in cities where. pol- 
luted water is used. The Health Depart- 
ment andits agents are engaged in a good 
work. Noone should be allowed to use 
the water taken from these polluted wells. 


A MISCHIEVOUS LETTER. 


Miss FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE has writ- 
ten a letter in which she denies that 
cholera can be communicated from one 
person to another or carried from place to 
place in clothing and other articles. She 
seems to think that it is generated solely 
by filth, and is hence liable to originate in 
any particularly filthy city. 

The admiration which is universally 
felt for Miss NIGHTINGALE’S. character 
should not blind our eyes to the fact that 
she is in no degree an authority in ques- 
tions of medical science. Against the 
abundant and overwhelming proof that 
the cholera has been conveyed from 
place to place by people and by infected 
articles Miss NIGHTINGALE’S opinion 
should have no weight whatever. The 
public expression of her opinion that 
cholera is not a communicable disease 
in the sense in which it is at pres- 
ent known to be, may, however, be 
mischievous, since she encourages 
those reckless and ignorant persons 
who think that quarantine is of no use in 
keeping the cholera out of this country. 
Quarantine has already once saved this 
city from cholera, and there is good rea- 
son to hope that it will again save us. By 
all means let us put the city in as good a 
sanitary condition as possible, but let us 
insist upon the most thorough enforcement 
of quarantine in the case of every arrival 
from a suspected port. 

Dr. Kocu may be mistaken as to the ex- 
istence of a cholera microbe, but all the 
known facts as to the character and trans- 
mission of the disease are in accordance 
with the microbe theory. On the other 
hand, Miss NIGHTINGALE’S theory that 
mere filth is liable to produce cholera 
spontaneously is at variance with the 
facts. Cholera never appeared in the un- 
speakably dirty towns of Europe in the 
Middle Ages. Whenever it has entered 
Europe its path from the East has been 
easily traced, and had every vessel arriv- 
ing from India within the last sixty years 
been thoroughly disinfected, not a case of 
Asiatic cholera would ever have appeared 
in Europe. 





A REFORMED CAT. 

Any movement among cats which has 
for its object the elevation of feline moral- 
ity deserves the warmest support. No one 
denies that the cat is a beast of unusual 
ability, and, in most cases, of decided 
culture. He is in some respects bril- 
liant, but he is utterly unprincipled and 
destitute of the slightest regard for moral- 
ity. The cat has no conception of the 
difference between right and wrong, and 
his sole motive in life is to advance 
his own interests. He cannot understand 
why an honest dog should look upon 
theft and lying as objectionable practices, 
and he thoroughly believes that the dog 
is a crank and a Pharisee. If the moral 
tone of the cat could be elevated and he 
could be made an unselfish and upright 
beast he would soon find himself more 
useful and popular among intelligent 
men than the dog has ever been. 


There is in Ellenville, in this State, a re- 
formed cat. She—for the beast belongs to 
the gentler sex—is the first cat on record 
who has displayed not only a knowledge 
of the path of the just cat but a desire to 
walk therein. For at least six months this 
remarkable cat has never once offended 
against either the moral law or the usages 
of good society. She neither steals, lies, 
fights, nor sings, and she performs her 
duties in the most careful and exemplary 
way. 

This cat is at present the mother of a 
young family consisting of three kittens, 


up in ignorance and vice she’ is trying to 
make them honest and gentlemanly cats. 
She feeds them principally upon fish, and 
she is very careful to prevent them from 
disgracing themselves and injuring their 
health by excessive indulgence in the 
pleasures of the table. Instead of allow- 
ing them to eat simultaneously out.of the 
same dish she places the fish before the 
eldest kitten and watches him until 
he has eaten one-third of it. He is then 
requested to withdraw while the second 
kitten eats another third, after which the 
third kitten finishes the fish. Thus the 
kittens are taught to avoid gluttony and 
to dine decorously. Ordinarily the con- 
duct of cats while at dinner is ruder than 
that of the diners in a Western railway 
restaurant, but the three fortunate Ellen- 
ville kittens are learning to conduct them- 
selves like gentlemen even at the table. 

In the matter of personal cleanliness the 
reformed cat is inexorable. Her kittens 
are made to wash themselves and keep 
their fur in order, no matter how greatly 
they prefer the dirty paws and rumpled 
fur of careless kittenhood. Morning, 
noon, and night the kittens are compelled 
to perform an elaborate toilet and to polish 
their teeth on hard beef bones. 

That a cat should train her kittens 
in morality and deportment is some- 
thing hitherto unheard of. The re- 
formed cat, having found in her own 
experience that virtue is the true source 
of happiness, has undertaken to teach 
her own kittens to be virtuous. Should 
her methods of kitten education be 
adopted by other cats we should doubt- 
less see in the course of a few years a gen- 
eration of virtuous, well-bred cats who 
could be trusted in a larder with fresh fish, 
and who would as soon think of drowning 
themselves in the water barrel as of singing 
at midnight on a back fence. It is to be 
hoped that the pioneer in this noble work 
of educating kittens will receive the cor- 
dial approbation of the public, and char- 
itable people would do well to supply her 
with canned salmon and deviled mice in 
quantities sufficient to give her a hand- 
some support and to enable her to give her 
whole time to the sacred cause of educa- 
tion. 





BRIEF Fi OREIGN NOTES.

By far the best cabs plying for hire in 
London are said to be cabs which belong to Lord 
Shrewsbury.

The Princess Dolgorouki, the widow of 
the late Emperor of Russia, has left Paris with 
her children and a large suite for Switzerland. 
She intends to pass the Autumn at the Lake of 
Lucerne and the lakes in Northern Italy. 


The phylloxera has appeared in Rou- 
mania and the disease is said to be spreading 
rapidly. It was introduced in a vine smuggled in 
from France in violation of the most stringent 
precautions that have been taken by the Goy- 
ernment. 


Near Elberfeld, in Rhenish Prussia, on 
a Sunday afternoon a few weeks ago a circus 
tent was struck by lightning during the per- 
formance. Four persons were killed outright, 
seven were severely injured,and many others 
were injured slightly. 


An interesting fresco, painted by Alberti 
in 1575 for the Pope, has been successfully re- 
stored in Italy, and is now on public exhibition. 
In the centre is a large bird’s-eye view plan of 
the city of Bologna, showing all the streets and 
buildings, with the roofs of the more important 
edifices gilded to distinguish them from the 
others. 


During the past month cock fighting, 
though contrary to law in Ireland, has been car- 
ried on extensively. In one case the managers 
of the enterprise fought their mains, though pur- 
sued by the police for over 30 miles. In another, 
says the London World, “the fight became a 
naval engagement, for it came off atsea on board 
a chartered steamer.” 


From a bedroom in Windsor Castle were 
recently stolen a valuable gold watch and a sil- 
ver chain and medal. Suspicion fell upon two 
privates of the Coldstream Guards, who had been 
mounted upon theterrace near the room. Noth- 
ing was found upon the men, but near the tower 
where they were stationed the watch was discoy- 
ered concealed in the ivy. 


On July 14 not a single illumination was 
to be seen at Toulon, and in the drill grounds, 
which are usually occupied on féte days by a 
dense crowd, not more than 300 persons were to 
be seen. The surrounding villages, which are so 
full of refugees that it is impossible to obtain 
lodgings on any terms, were very gay with balls 
and displays of Bengal lights. 


In the early months of the present ses- 
sion of Parliament 65 measures were introduced 
by the Government. Thirteen of them have 
since been withdrawn, and only 16 have as yet 
received the royal assent. Five others have 
passed the House, including the Franchise bill. 
Of the remaining 31, 12 are in the committee 
stage and 19 still await a second reading. 


Politics in Roumania are in a state of 
considerable confusion. The Conservatives have 
secured the support of students, and a part 
of their programme comprises a scheme for 
dethroning King Charles and placing in the va- 
cant office the Duke of Edinburgh. A corre- 
spondent who disbelieved this story at first has 
had its truth confirmed to his own satisfaction 
by overtures made by the conspirators to in- 
timate friends of his. .

A CLOUD FRIGHTENS ST. LOUISANS. 
From the St. Louis Republican, July 26. 

Quite a large number of St. Louisans ex- 
perienced a positive scare shortly after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon at what seemed to be the 
approach of a genuine cyclone, one of the sort 
that tear up trees, demclish buildings, and up- 
root things generally. Just before the rain be- 
gan to falla dark, heavy cloud appeared in the 
southeast and began to take the conventional 


funnel shape. Immense white clouds flanked it 
at first, but seemed to melt into the air as the 
cyclone cloud advanced. The movement of the 
cloud was similar to that of the tail of a kite. 
When it reached a — apparently above East 
Carondelet. it broke into great. white billowy 
clouds, which sailed to the northwest. The omi- 
nous cloud was about 15 minutes in reaching its 
full size, and those who saw it felt confident that 
a t disaster was imminent. One gentleman 
who had witnessed the destructive march of a 
cyclone in Southeast Missouri declared that this 
cloud was almost exactly like the one he bad 
seen tear up trees and create a great deal of 
havoc. Until it baa dissolved he feared that it 
would sweep over the city at any minute and 
cause a decided sensation.

OPERA AT THE BIJOU. 

The representation of ‘‘The Bohemian 
Girl” at the Bijou Opera House last evening was 
considerably more effective than the perform- 
ances of the previous week would have led one to 
anticipate. Balfe’s music is not indeed very diffi- 
cult to memorize or to interpret, but its render- 
ing calls for musica! talent of a much higher 
order than is required by light scores of the 
*Olivette” order, the recent revival of which 
opera, by the way, under the same auspices, 
was but partially successful. The fact that the 
present company at the Bijou is stronger from a 
lyric than from a dramatic standpoint explains 
best the marked improvement in their latest 


work; whatever the reason of the improvement, 
however, its existence was manifest. The only 
soting of decided merit was supplied 
by fr. Edward Connell, but the solo 
singing was almost invariably good, and 
the concerted numbers were given with a 
precision and vigor that pleased alike the critical 
and the unsophisticated listener. Balfe’s opera 
wears surprisingly well, in spite of the tendency 
of the advanced school to substitute recitative 
for melody, and the familiar ballads and 
finales were listened to with unmistakable 
delight and applauded to the echo. Miss 
Adelaide Randall as Arline and Mr. Al- 
fred Wilkie as Thaddeus bore off the 
mange share of the honors of the performance, 
and Signor Campobello’s Count Arnheim and 
Mr. Connell’s Devilshoof—the latter personation 
erring, be it said, in respect of exaggeration— 
came next in point of excellence and impressive- 
ness. The orchestra and chorus were in capital 
form, and the lively climaxes to each act went so 
weil that every one had to be repeated. ‘* The 
Bohemian Girl” is to be sung at the Bijou 
nightly throughout the week. 


COSMOPOLITAN THEATRE. 

A small and good-natured but some- 
what obstreperous audience witnessed at the 
Cosmopolitan Theatre, last evening, a rep- 
resentation of “Othello” by the “ As- 
tor-place Shakesperean colored tragedians.”

VIRGINIA’S LEGISLATURE.

AN EXTRA SESSION CALLED FOR IMPORTANT 
POLITICAL LEGISLATION, 

RIcHMOND, Va., July 28.—After long con- 
sultation with leading members of his party and 
eminent counsel Gov. Cameron this afternoon 
announccd his determination to yield to the de- 
mands of two-thirds of the members of each 
branch of the Legislature for an extra session 
of that body. The Governor was loth to do this, 
but there was no escape from the constitutional 
duty imposed upon him by the demand made 
upon him. He will issue his proclamation at 
once calling the Legislature together in extra 
session on Aug. 13. The action of the Governor 
in this matter is a great disappointment to the 
Republicans. They hoped that the Executive, 
who is fully in sympathy with them politically, 
would find some legal loophoie through which 
to avoid yielding to the wishes of the Demo- 
crats for this extra session. These leaders appre- 


ciated the importance to them of preventing the 
Democratic Legislature from coming back to the 
ae * poe before the Presidential election. It is 
well understood that, besides providing the nes- 
essary machinery for the election of the Presi- 
dential Electors, the Democrats will redistrict 
the State for Congressmen in the event that the 
Court of mag decides the plan adopted by the 
last Legislature to be unconstitutional. That 
case is to be heard before that court on the 3lst 
of this month, and the validity of the act, will, 
no doubt, be passed upon by that tribunal 
before the Legislature meets. Should that 
decision be against the Democrats, another 
apportionment will be made by them in which 
no legal flaws are likely to be found b 

their opponents, as the Democrats have enough 
members in the House, and nearly enough 
in the Senate, to pass any measure over the Gov- 
ernor’s veto. Little difficulty will be found by 
them in carrying out their object in this matter. 
Gen. Wickham,a Straightout Republican, and 
J. L. Powell, an Independent Readjuster, will 
give the Democrats, it is believed, all the aid that 
may be needed inthe Senate to passa new Ap- 
portionment bill over Cameron's opposition. To 
avoid the possibility of any fight being made 
before the next House the Democrats will be 
very likely to adopt a new apportionment, 
regardiess of the action of the Court of Ap- 
peals. The Democratic leaders are commit- 
ted to Gen. Wickham, by whose aid they 
succeeded in getting the extra session, not 
to enact any partisan measures at the 
same, except the two named, but there is 
a strong demand for a purification of the pres- 
ent election machinery. Half of this isin the 
control of Mahone. An effort to correct this con- 
dition of affairs was made by the Democrats at 
the last session, but the law having that object 
in view was declared by the Court of Appeals 
to be void. Itis not improbable that an effort 
will be made to pass another at this special 
session in which there are no legal defects and 
which will place the election machinery in good 
hands. The approaching session of the Legis- 
lature is looked for with deepest interest 
throughout Virginia. The action taken by the 
Democrats then will have no influence upon the 
campaign in this State.

Whatever panic may have been brought 
about in this country by the spread of cholera 
among the cities of Southern Europe and the 
danger of conveying infection by shipping seems 
now to have passed away, at all events for the 
present.

BREAKS IN REPUBLICAN RANKS. 


——— 

THE INDEPENDENTS RECEIVING 
PROMISES OF CO-OPERATION. 
Stacks of letters lay and grew yesterday 
on the tables and desks of the independent Re- 
publican headquarters. They had been coming 
in such quantities for two or three days as to 
leave the Secretaries and their assistants hope- 
lessly behind in keeping track of them, to say 
nothing of answering any of them. Accordingly 
an extra force of men was yesterday put on the 
work of classification and indexing. When the 
headquarters closed at evening there was still in 
sight enough work to keep the force busy 


through the week. 

Among yesterday’s letters was a long one from 
Kansas saying that newspaper reports from there 
gave no idea of the widespread disaffection ex- 
isting among Republicans. The people gener- 
ally throughout that State were distrustful of 
Mr. Blaine. So apathetic were the majority ot 
Republicans that the ticket was certainly in dan- 


ger of being swamped there in November. from 
Chicago a letter was received saying that an in- 
dependent organization would be perfected there 
this week. A committee of forty is about to be 
organized’ at Newport. A Republican Judge 
and two Republican Federal officials of that city 
have signed aliegiance to the movement and will 
join the committee. At Providence, also, a com- 
mittce is about to be formed. 

The Indianapolis independents have not only 
put themselves in line, but in the letter an- 
nouncing that fact their* Secretary submits a 
plan of campaign that will be efficient, it is be- 
ieved, in casting Indiana’s Electoral vote for 
Cleveland. There had been some apprehension, 
in which even members of the local committee 
shared, that the late conference might in some 
degree stray from its main purpose and thus re- 
pel many Republicans who, while disgusted with 
Biaine, were not disposed to break from the 
party. It will be recalled that several attempts 
were made atthe conference to introduce side 
issues, and that they failed signally. The 
fact, however, of such attempts served 
to keep up solicitude, lest incorrect impres- 
sions might go abroad in regard to the 
spirit of the meeting, and thus, perhaps, 
retard the movenrent. Letters bearing on that 
matter are most reassuring. Not a line has been 
received disapproving of the action of the con- 
ference, except from Republicans saying that 
this thing is simply mischievous, for It can only 
“reform” the party out of existence. Great 
numbers of letters,on the other hand, are of 
congratulation that the conference kept hands 
off free trade, prohibition, and other entanele- 
ments; that it planted the movement firmly on 
the issues of pure government and administra- 
tive reform, recognizing no others, and the great 
body of recruits to the movement since the con- 
ference has been attracted by the direct and 
candid avowal of the purpose of the movment 
there authoritatively made. 

Mr. Ethan Allen Doty, speaking yesterday of 
his own experiences in regard to the movement, 
gaid: *“*I scarcely go on the street without meet- 
ing men, of whom I had never thought in con- 
nection with the movement, and to whom I had 
not spoken about it, who assure me that they 
sympathize with us and will give us their votes. 
These men are business men, going quietly 
about, not parading their opinions and not car- 
ing to have themselves talked of in connection 
with politics. One of my friends, just returned 
from Newburyport, where he spent the Sabbath, 
informs me that when he reached the 
house of his host, a_ sterling Republican, 
he was surprised to find him much inter- 
ested in the movement and determined to 
vote against Blaine. Nor wasthatall. The cab- 
man who drove my friend up from the station 
announced himself on the way as an inGepend- 
ent, and about every one whom he met was en- 
listed with us. A gentleman who came to-day 
from Monmouth County, N. J., informs me that 
feeling there among Republicans is very strong 
against Blaine; that some of the clergymen in 
that section are openly with us, and are sus- 
tained bya great majority in their congrega- 
tions. From elsewhere similar reports come in. 
The defection extends into Mr. Blaine’s own 
State. We hear from Portland that many 
Republicans have declared their intention 
of opposing him. As to New-York, what 
‘ hear from business men and _ others 
leads me to think that Mr. Blaine may not know 
where to find himself in this State after election. 
I do not mean to say that I meet no Blaine Re- 
publicans. There are many of them among my 
Jriends. I was on the Citizens’ Committee twice 
while Mr. Low was running for Mayor of 
jrooklyn. The committee was organized to 
support him. Most of my associates on that 
committee will vote for Blaine. But from out- 
side observation an@information, such as I have 
outlined, I think the success of our movement 
very promising, and that the election returns 
will tell a story that will not displease us.”

He was ina 
place, according to his friend, where he 
could not see the newspapers, and he 
had not been informed that he was under sus- 
yicion in any way of having tampered with the 
Dost Office payrolls. Marshal Tate would not say 
0sitively that he knew where Col. Morton was, 
Sut he intimated that he would have no diffi- 
culty in establishing direct communication with 
the missing Assistant Postmaster at an early 
date. The Marshal said, further, that the alleged 
irregularities were of so trifling a character, as 
far as is known to the authorities, that they 
could hardly be the reason of Col. Morton’s con- 
tinued absence. 

Col. Morton’s son, who isa letter carrier, writes 
a long communication to one of the Brooklyn 
papers denying the statement that his father 
‘was insane up to the time he left Brooklyn, and 
expressing confidence that he will return and 
gatisfactorily explain whatever needs explaining 
in connection with his office. The son also de- 
nies that the father was unhappy in his domestic 
relations. 
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LISTENING TO COL. VILAS’S SPEECH. 

The corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
yesterday morning were well filled with Dem- 
peratic politicians, local and national. There 
was a good deal of gossip over the outlook, espe- 
cially as seen from this point since last week's 
meeting of the National Committee, only four 
or five members of the committee having left 


town since then. Nearly all of the committee 
ppointed at Chicago to wait on Gov. Cleve- 
and with notification of the party’s choice 
were also at the hotel. Senator Pendleton swung 
his rounded figure comprehensively among the 
crowd, with sage and roseate predictions for 
Ohio, where the Republican farmers, he said, 
had been chilled by Mr. Blaine’s ultra-protective 
views.

THE ELMIRA BANKER'S FAILURE. 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH HAVE MADE THE 
CREDITORS ANGRY. 

Extmrra, July 28.—Developments since 
the failure of Frank G. Hall, the private banker 
who closed the doors of his bank in this city on 
Monday last, have been such that his creditors 
are not disposed to accept tnesituation with the 
leniency that was manifested at first. It is al- 
leged that the real estate in which Hall claims to 
have invested his mony, failure to realize on 
which caused his embarrassment, never cost the 
amount he places the investment at, and that in 
effecting settlements with creditors who accepted 
his offer of real estate in return for the money 
they had deposited with him he marked the price 
of such property far above its actual mar- 
ket value. Some of his property, it is 


also alleged, is of merely nominal value, 


and it is openly charged that his really 
productive property has all been made over to 
relatives. As showing his method of doing busi- 
ness a case is cited where he received from a de- 
positor $1,000, which the latter wished to have 
invested on bond and mortgage. Hall reported 
to the depositor that he had placed the money 
on property worth $5,000 at 7 per cent. This was 
in 1879. The depositor never saw the mortgage 
nor knew what property it was on, but received 
his interest regularly every year. When Hall 
failed the customer called on him to see about 
the mortgage. Hall then informed him that 
he had foreclosed on the property in 1881, act- 
ing as agent ot the depositor, and gave the 
latter the deed for it. It proves to be 50 
acres of land, the value of which is appraised at 
$500. The refusal of Hall to make an assign- 
ment is also severely commented upon, as then 
the condition of his affairs could be fully inves- 
tigated. He places his liabilities at $1,140,000. 
He received deposits up to within an hour or so 
of the time he closed his doors. Fifteen suits 
have been commenced against him by creditors. 
Seven of these are in the hands of James A. 
Douglas, a prominent Elmira lawyer, who says 
that those of Hall's creditors who accepted real 
estate in settlement of theirclaims made a great 
mistake, as he believes that Hall can pay every 
dollar he owes. Hall has made no sworn 
statement of the condition of his affairs. 
Lawyer Douglas says that Hall dare not 
make an assignment because he owns too much 
property. Ranker Hall was the originator of the 
idea of erecting a monument to Adam in this 
city, and was the Treasurer of the fund of $2,000 
to be subscribed for that purpose, to wnich Mark 
Twain was a contributor. 

This bank failure is the third one in Elmira 
within the past few years in which crooked or 
questionable business methods have been 
charged. The first one was the failure of Samuel 
R. Van Campen. who had been President of the 
First National Bank of Elmira, and failed a few 
months after resigning that pcsition to accept 
the Presidency of the Croton National Bank, of 
New-York City. It was found that he had ac- 
cepted deposits for the Elmira Bank during 
his Presidency of from $50 to $5,000, for 
which he gave his personal certificates and of 
which he made no record at the bank. The sum 
thus involved amounted to many thousands of 
dollars, and the effect of the failure, although it 
occurred 15 years ago, is still felt in many quar- 
ters. Van Campen'’s bank occupied the same 
rooms that Hall’s bank wasin whenit failea 
last week. The second disastrous bank failure 
in Elmira was that of the old Bank of Chemung, 
or, asit was familiarly known, Harry Beadle’s 
bank. It failed for $250,000, and its ruin was 
wrought by the wildest of speculation and crim- 
inal misappropriation of its funds. It failed in 
1877, ana litigation resulting from the disaster 
has been occupying the attention of the courts 
ever since. 


BANKER HARRISON'S AFFAIRS. 


BOTH BONDSMEN AND KINSMEN REFUSE HI™ 
FURTHER ASSISTANCE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 28.—At the demand 
of the attorneys for J. C. 8. Harrison, the police 
officers who were stationed in his residence on 
Saturday were to-day withdrawn, and the men 
remain outside. Mr. Harrison has been pros- 
trated for several days owing to nervous ex- 
haustion and partly confined to his bed, and 


there was little danger of a flight even if ne had 


been inclined. Unquestioned authority says that 
at no time has Mr. Harrison contemplated such 
a step. There 
termination on the part of Harrison's 
bondsmen not to come to his rescue. 


They said to-day that they would neither 
help him out nor interfere to prevent the law 
from taking its course if he makes default. They 
expect Harrison to count down every cent to 
the clerk of the court, both of the $75,000 Re- 
ceiver’s money and the $20,000 which was intrust- 
ed to him by the Ketchams. With reference to 
the latter amount it is now claimed that an 
effort will be made to hold the bondsmen for it 
in case Harrison defaults. on the ground that 
the money was turned over to him as ** Assignee 
and Receiver.” 

Said one of the attorneys to-day: ‘“* Harrison 
will surely be hauled into the Criminal Court un- 
less he shows up with $%5,000." It is understood 
that upon the issuance of the order dl the court 
for Harrison to give avn account of his steward- 
ship forthwith, the bondsmen would have placed 
him under arrest had his attorneys not consented 
to police surveillance over the Harrison man- 
sion. Mr. Harrison's counsel gave notice that he 
would make a report of his Receivership to- 
morrow at 10 A. M., and it is understood 
that it will show a deficit. His defense 
will be, it is understood, that he deposited his 
money with A.& J.C. 8 Harrison, and that he 
is not responsible for the loss. The bondsmen 
insist, on the other hand, that he has known of 
the bank’s insolvency for some time, and that he 
used the Receivership funds to pay its debtors. 
Harrison's kinsmen are relied upon to come to 
his rescue, although they are said to have de- 
clared they would advance no more money.

MR. STARIN’S EMPLOYES BECOME CARELESS 
AND MANY BOGUS TICKETS ARE PASSED. 
When the canceled tickets of the North 
Shore Staten Island Ferry were taken to Mr. 
John H. Starin’s office at Pier No. 18 North 
River, on Sunday, July 20, it was found that 
among them were 195 bogus tickets which had 
been dropped in the box by persons who had ev- 
idently enjoyed a free ride to Staten Isiand. The 
boxkeeper at the ferry house at the foot of 
Whitehall-street was Arthur Horton, a man who 
had been in Mr. Starin’s employ for 19 years, and 
in whose honesty and faithfulness Mr. Starin 
had the utmost confidince. When the discovery 
of these bogus tickets was made Mr. Starin 
placed a detective on duty to watch the ticket 


office at the ferry, and the result of the officer's 
observations was to show that gross carelessness 
yeeveten among the employes. The bogus 

ickets continued .to be dropped in the box. 
Some of them were blank slips of paper or card- 
board, and others were slips on which the user 
had written such phrases as ** Good for 10 cents,” 
“Go to—,” and other fantastic legends. Hor- 
ton had taken to drinking, and either did not 
notice the bogus tickets or took no paina to pre- 
vent those who used them from passing on to 


the boats. 

When this state of affairs was fully understood, 
Mr. Starin’s manager ordered William C. Eger- 
ton, the Superintendent of the New-Haven Line 
of Transportation, to go to the Ling” house and 
take charge temporarily, relieving Mr. Bulkley. 
This was on Saturday last. When Mr. Egerton 
appeared inthe ferry house Horton, the box- 
keeper, became very abusive. He wanted to 
know if Mr. Egerton took him fora thief, and 
said that if he did, he wasa—— liar. He drank 
to excess and repeated his insults. until Mr. 
Egerton, in seif-defense, discharged the man. 
Horton then roamed around telling everybody 
whom he met that he had been discha for 
stealing, and the impression got abroad that 
a ane defaication had been discovered in Mr. 
Starin’s ferry business. ‘* The fact is,” said Mr. 
Starin’s manager yesterday, “that nobody has 
been accused of stealing, and Mr. Starin has no 
idea that any of his employes has done any steal- 
ing. He found that the men at the ferry were be- 
coming careless, and he sent Mr. Egerton down 
there to look into matters. Mr. Bulkley was not 
discharged, he was simply relieved and assigned to 

‘anew duty. Horton aischarged himself by act- 
ing as he did, and though nobody suspec him 
of stealing before his action looks very much as 
though he had been guilty of some wrong doing. 
The whole thing is a very small tempest in a very 
large teapot, and 1s not worthy of public notice.”

SMITH ELY. 

Smith Ely, of Ely, Vt., an uncle of ex- 
Mayor Smith Ely, Jr., of this city, died at 
Chiron Springs, N. H., on Saturday last, in the 
eighty-fifth year of his age. He leaves one 
daughter, Mrs. Ely Goddard, who is now in the 
City of Mexico, and two grandchildren, Col. Ely 
Goddard and the Princess Poniatowska. Mr. 
Ely was well known to the business men of New- 
York, having lived and done business here for 
nearly 50 years of his life. He was born in Liv- 
ingston, N. J., in 1800, and removed to this 
city in 1823, to begin business for him- 
self. He purchased the property at No. 


46 Broad-street and No. 8 New-street, 
and began manufacturing furniture. His 
venture was a successful one, and he con- 
tinued in tne furniture trade for 13 years, until 
1836, when he formed a partnership with C, Bart- 
lett, and established a paper warehouse at No. 
71 Fulton and No. 73 Beekman streets, under the 
firm name of C. Bartlett & 8. Ely. This bus- 
iness also proved prosperous, and Mr. Ely con- 
tinued in it for over 30 years. In 1837 he erected 
eeky residence at No. 714 Broadway, opposite 
Washington-place, which still remains, and at- 
tracts the attention of passers by by the contrast 
which it presents to the surrounding build- 
ings. It is of white marble. with a 
Grecian portico, resting on mammoth marble 
pillars, and at the time it was constructed 
was the finest residence in the city. Mr. Ely for 
several yeara resided on Staten Island, and dur- 
ing this period was elected to the offices of 
County Supervisor and member ot Assembly, 
the only public pesitions he ever held. He took 
little active part in politics, but devoted himself 
earnestly to his business, and his reputation asa 
merchant was very high. In 1870 Mr. Ely be- 
came interested in copper mines, was made 
President of the Vermont Copper Company, 
and removed to Ely, Vt., where he continued to 
jive until his death. The funeral will probably 
be held to-morrow at Livingston, N. J., where 
the body will be interred in the family vault.

SENATOR PLUMB'’S HOPES. 


HIS VIEWS OF THE PROSPECTS OF THE 
REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE, 

RAteicH, N. C., July 28.—The Hon. W. 
P. Canaday, Sergeant-at-Arms of the United 
States Senate, passed through this city to-day on 
his way to attenda meeting of the Republican 
State Committee, which is to be held in Ashe- 
ville on Wednesday next. Col. Canaday will re- 
sign at this meeting of the committee, in order 
tocomply withthe Civil Service act. Senator 
Plumb, of Kansas, was the guest of Col. Canaday, 
and both left here on the afternoon train for 
Asheville. Mr. Plumb said that he did notin 
any sense represent the National Republican 
Committee, and therefore had no communication 
to make to the;Republican State Committee at 
Asheville, and would not make any report of 
observation to the National Committee. 

In a conversation with THe TIMES’s cor- 
respondent Senator Plumb spoke very hope- 
fully of the outlook for Mr. Blaine. He repre- 


sented Oregon and Nevada, of the Pacific States, 
as being certainly Republican. He said Cali- 
fornia was badly broken up, but he expected 
matters to right themselves so tbat Blaine would 
carry the State. Michigan and Wisconsin he re- 
ferred to as having been carried by the Demo- 
crats for State officers by a fusion with the 
Greenbackers, which could not be repeated in a 
national election, and confidently expected 
both States to vote for Blaine. The Sena- 
tor was entirel confident that Vermont 
and Maine in November would give large- 
ly increased Republican majorities for Blaine. 
He said that the Republicans felt no apprehen- 
sion as to Ohio; that the majority in that State 
in October would reach 20,000, and probably ex- 
ceed that figure. When asked as to the revolt of 
the Irish against Cleveland he said there would 
undoubtedly be a large number of Irishmen 
who haa never voted with the Republicans who 
would do so at this election. He referred to the 
Freeman's Journal, the Irish Worid, the Tablet, 
and another Catholic paper published in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., as being a fair indication of senti- 
ment, and whether this support would have the 
effect to drive timid and conservative men to 
Cleveland was a matter which had not devel- 
oped. 
~The Senator said that the temperance question 
was giving the Republican managers more trou- 
ble and uneasiness than any other element in 
the canvass. He said that outside of Dem- 
ocrats who were pushing the temperance 
issue as a means to insure the election of 
Cleveland there was a large number of temper- 
ance men who had formerly voted the Repub- 
lican ticket; that these men were honest and 
sincere in their opinions and in the determina- 
tion to run a ticket for the Presidency and vote 
for it; that these men knew they could never 
hope to have the Democratic Party espouse the 
cause of prohibition and temperance, and that 
they must look to the Republican Party for aid 
as a national organization. The Senator said 
that these temperance people asserted that the 
mission of the Republican Party had been per- 
formed and that the country must divide on new 
issues in the future; that it would be the best 
thingfor the ‘Tennessee people if Mr. Cieveland 
should be elected; that the Republican Party 
was now trying to dodge the issue, and 
that the party should be disciplined and 
chastised by a defeat; that the temperance 
people desired to show the a Party 
that it could never carry another Presidential 
election without the aid of the temperance 
vote. Inthis way the Republiaan Party would 
be compelled to take up the issue already made 
and ready to their hands, and nominate a candi- 
date upon the Pittsburg platform and make a 
national fight on the temperance question. The 
Senator thought the temperance matter would 
not amount to anything serious in Indiana, be- 
cause of the exposure of bargains and sales in 
that State. 

The Senator said that Gen. Butler had declared 
he would not define his position until after the 
Labor Convention, to be held in Chicago on 
Wednesday next, but that whatever he did would 
be done with the view of hurting Mr. Cleveland. 
As tothe South and the Southern question, the 
Senator said there was no powerto go behind 
the returns as certified by the State authorities, 
and if the Southern vote was returned solid for 
Cleveland and he had enough Northern votes in 
addition to elect him, that, of course, Cleveland 
would be declared elected and would take 
his seat. When asked if public opinion at 
the North would not ultimately force Congress 
to pass laws authorizing the appointment by 
the Federal Government of officers to control 
and govern the election of Presidential Electors 
and Congressmen, the Senator said this might 
be done as to Congressmen but not as to Elec- 
tors, because the latter are State officers and 
Congress had no power to interfere with them in 
any way. Mr. Plumbthen said that the North- 
ern people were engrossed with the multifarious 
business they were engayed in, and it was im- 

ossible to keep them at white heat upon the 
Southern question now that tissue ballots and 
legalized traud had taken the place of out- 
rage and murder. The Senator thought 
that had Mr. Garfield lived the industrial 
question might have been managed so as to 
have divided the Bourbons of the South 
and thus have settled the Southern auestion for- 
ever. Heconfidently expected Mr. blaine to be 
elected, and that Mr. Blaine would have oppor- 
tunity and had the desire and will to break up 
the solid South and do away with the solid white 
vote and break down the color line in politics. 
The Senator closed by saying thatthe people of 
the North did not expect any Southern State to 
be carried for Blaine, unless it was not necessary 
to secure his election, and that the campaign 
was proceeding upon this idea. Want of time 
prevented asking the Senator his opinion as to 
the tariff, as affecting the result of the Presiden- 
tial election, and what he thought would be the 
effect of the support of Cleveland by the inde- 
pendent Republicans, headed by Messrs. Schurz 
and Curtis.

A GOOD |HAY CROP. . 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., July 28.—The 
bulk of the hay yield along the Hudson Valley 
has been gathered, and the crop in the aggregate 
is larger than farmers looked fora month ago.

Orange County farmers say 
the hay gathered this Summer is more nutritious 
than for several seasons past. An old Sullivan 
County man writes that he expects to see a wet 
Fall and mild Winter. Hesays he has given the 
matter a great deal of study for fifty years, and 
has noticed that whenever the hay crop has 
been short generally in the river counties and 
those adjoining, weather such as he describes is 
sure to follow. Other farmers predict a wet

DR. OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES’S LOSS.

The death of Mr. Edward J. Holmes, the 
second son of Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, which 
took place at his Summer residence in Milton, is 
deeply lamented in the wide circle of friends 
who enjoyed his intimate acquaintance. He was 
graduated from Harvard College in 1867, and for 
a time was the private secretary of Charles Sum- 
ner, succeeding Mr. Moorfield Story in that posi- 
tion.

Mr. Holimes had only recently pur- 
chased one of the houses on Beacon-street, di- 
rectly opposite the Public Garden, and was in- 
tending to occupy it as a residence in the 
Autumn.

THE OUTLOOK FOR WHEAT. 


CROP ESTIMATES IN FIVE WESTERN STATES, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 28.—There was 
considerable activity in the wheat market on 
"Change to-day. The cables this morning re- 
ported rainy weather in England, and announced 
that the French crops were not turning out as 
well as was expected. The September option 
opened at 8544 cents, and, after falling back to 
8544 cents, (Saturday's closing prices,) steadily 
advanced to 8644 cents. The August option 
ranged 15g to 134 cents below September. No 
ene gr for export were reported, but it was 
lieved that shipping orders were upon the 
market, and that the difficulty of procuring cash 
wheat led those holding them to keep very quiet 
about them. The statement of the ware- 
house men showed the stock of wheat in 
store here to be 651,676 bushels—122,230 bush- 
els less than a week ago. Advices from 
the Middle States say that farmers there are not 
offering their wheat as freely as it was expected 
they would. Onthe whole the tharket refiected 
a better tone than for some time past. 8S. W. 
Taimadge has within the past few days received 
letters from the Agricultural Department at 
Washington and from the office of the Govern- 
ment Statistical Bureaus in the several States, 
containing the following official estimates of the 
probable wegen. hey the growing crop of Spring 
wheat States of the country:

WHAT INSPECTOR BYRNES BAS TO SAY. 

Two black-clad females sauntered care- 
lessly along One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street before 10 o’clock yesterday morning. So 
listless was their gait that they might have been 
bound for an ice-cream saloon or a shop-window 
inspection. They were, however, talking ener- 
getically, and when they reached the Harlem 
Police Court they took an affectionate farewell 
of each other. The juvenile female continued 
ber wanderings in One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street, being afraid, as was afterward 
shown, of pictorial notoriety. Her plump and 
elderly companion, with the ferocious bunch of 
ostrich feathers in her bonnet, betook herself 
into the holy sanctity of the Harlem Police 
Court, where she was at once recognized as the 
relict of the deceased Mandelbqgum, whose wid- 
owhood has been of a peculiarly lucrative, 
though questionable, character. The woman 
was greeted by her smiling counsel, Messrs. 
Howe & Hummel, who scintillated in the court 
room and talked, in vulgar parlance, ** nineteen 
to the dozen.” Wee little Hufimel’s palaver was 
lost amid the stentorian accents of his Brobding- 
nagian partner. But he knew that the firm 
needed but one talker, and stroked his natty lit- 
tle head, as though to say, “ Never mind, I’ve 
got the brains.” 

Tne youthful Gustave Mandelbaum, whose 
nose looked sharper than ‘ever, instead of join- 
ing his sister in One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street, remained in court. Robert Pinkerton, 
Detective Frank, Detective H. G. Julian, Capt. 

Davis, of the Twelfth Precinct; Capt. Samuels, 
and a large number of Harlemites, including 
three gayly dressed females, who sat together and 
vazed at the actors in the examination with gor- 
gon-like eyes, were also present. Ex-Assistant 
Distriet Attorney Leroy 8. Gove, in a shabby- 
genteel suit of clothes, represented the intangi- 
ble crowd, thirsting for justice, known as “* the 
eople.” 

‘ Detective Frank was called to the stand. He 

wore a very glossy black suit, a white tie, and a 

jaundiced-looking countenance. In his mouth 

was agumdrop, which apparently declined to 
nrelt. as he chewed it so persistently that Mr. 

Howe scowled, if his seraphic features could be 

said to be guilty of such a facial misdemeanor. 

* Please tell us everything that was said to you 
by the prisoner Stoude on each of the occasions 
upon which you visited Mrs. Mandelbaum.” The 
gumdrop remained impassive in Mr. Frank’s 
mouth, while, he looked at Mr. Leroy 8. Gove. 
That gentleman took the hint and objected. 

“Thavea right,” protested Mr. Howe, “to 
test this man on everything that has happened 
to him from his cradle up tothe present mo- 
ment. I repeat my question.”’ 

Then Mr. Frank testified that the confidential 
but indiscreet German had informed him that 
Mrs. Mandelbaum would not sellto everybody 
who came along. Why? he had asked. For the 
simple reason that *“*burned children shy the 
fire.” On other occasions Stoude had admitted 
that he had carried parcels to others and that 
**he knew how to deliver them.” 

*Go on,” urged Howe; “teil us everything, if 
it takes you a year.” The detective then re- 
peated what he had previously testified as to the 
money he paid Stoude for delivering the goods. 

* Were these conversations always in regard to 
stolen goods?” queried the suave and courteous 
Justice. 

“That is avery leading question,” protested 
Howe, scarict and indignant, *“*and one which I 
would 7 sow the District Attorney to ask. 
i ihere was a pliant witness,and a paid 
witness, and a professional witness, he is certain- 
ly bere. It seems very hard that he should be 
tea by Judge Murray.” ‘The witness answered 
that yl vaversations he had had related to 
tinines be saw. He had never bought goods of 
Herwan: Stoude. Mrs. Mandelbaum was the 
only person with whom he had effected the 
transacuions 

“Did Stonce ever take any other part than 
that of which you told us the other day ?”’ 

“That is ali he done.” 

““What was that ?”—from Gove. 

“He said that was all ‘he done,’ remarked 
thecounsel. “It doesn’t matter. It’s Henry Mur- 
ray who presides, not Lindley Murray. 

rhe aetective said that he had asked Stoude if 
he would deliver goods for him to the express 
company. Stoude had replied that he would 
not. The witness had not been informed by any 
one that the silks were stolen. He had been five 
or six times to Mrs. Mandelbaum’s store. On 
ove occasion Stoude told him that business was 
not lively, and things did not come in so much. 
He had also learned that a suit was pending 
arainst Mrs. Mandelbaum in which she was sued 
for damages. He bad asked Stoude for the par- 
ticulars, but his reply had been, *I thought you 
knew or it,’ and nothing further was explained. 

Mr. Howe then madea motion for the discharge 
of Stoude, who, he said, was languishing in jail, 
a situation which was rendered extremely un- 
pleasant by the heat of the weather. Mr. Gove 
protested that Stoude had been in Mrs. Mandel- 
baum’s employ for 15 years and knew what he 
wasabout. Then the diamond-bedecked Howe 
came to the front, and with a dramatic gesture 
of his right hand, attempted to fioor the court, 
verbally, of course. 

** Law,” he said, “is justlike laudanum. It1s 
far more easy to use it as a quack than apply it 

us a physician. and I say that my friend is giving 
you a dose of quackery. Do you decide this case 
upon an inference? Please let us have justice. 
A great hubbub has been made about this case, 
the woman has been arrested, the hearing is set 
down at Harlem, the other extremity of the city 
from where the arrest was made. Don’t misun- 
derstand me, Justice Murray. There is not a 
magistrate on the bench before whom I would 
not soonerappear.” 

* Never mind,” said Justice Murray, somewhat 
sternly, “the case is here and shall be treated 
legally. It has been shown that Stoude was the 
confidential man of Mrs. Mandelbaum, and his 
relations to the business have been explained. 
The whole thing appears to me strong, and so 
strong that it would be absurd to discharge 
him.” 

The burly Stoude was then called to the stand, 
~vhich he approached with an air of injured in- 
nocence and offended dignity. He had been six 
years with Mrs. Mandelbaum, he said. His duties 
were cleaning, dusting, and delivering goods. 
tis remuneration was the weekly stipend of $8. 
He was ignorant of the fact that any of Mrs. 
Mandelbaum’s goods were stolen. This startling 
proof of his innocence elicited, Mr. Howe sat 
down and Mr. Gove got up. 

Q.—Did you have a trunk at Mrs. Mandecl- 
vaum’s? A.—I got my own. 

‘ Q.—What was in it? A.—Clothes—(reflect- 

vely.) 

).—Were no papers in it? A.—No, Sir.

Q.—Did you lock it when you left? A.—Yes, 
it was locked. Ona repetition of the question 
ifr. Stoude replied: “I think it was open.” 

Q.—Was there any jewelry in it? A.—Yes,.a 
coral pin for my wite. 

Q.—Was there any silk in it done up in bun- 
cies? A.—There was a piece of black silk in it. 

The witness swore that he had no conversation 
with Mrs. Mandlebaum respecting the trunk. 

Then Mr. Howe, ina burst of rhetoric, com- 
menced to ask—notfor the earth—but for the 
discharge of Mrs. Fredericka Mandelbaum on 
the complaint under consideration. In connec- 
tion with Stoude.and Julius Mandelbaum, she 
bas been charged with larceny. In the first 
yenee, it had not been proved that they had ever 

een near the store of Simpson, Crawford & 
Simpson. Then it had not been proved that when 
the silk was found in their possession they were 
aware of thefact that it was stolen. Frank had 
solemly sworn that when he had purchased the 
filks he did not know they were stolen. There- 
fore there was nothing to show that Mrs. Mandel- 
baum knew it. And ifshe did know it, there 
was nothing inthe whole ace poem f to justify 
the complaint of larceny, which could never be: 
sustained. It was not for him to suggest to the 
prosecuting officer what the charge should 
ha.e been. Lastly, the buyer for Messrs. Simp- 
son, Crawford & Simpson could net swear that 
the silk might not have been sold. “I know that 
your Honor is only human,” continued the ver- 
bose counsel, ** but it is impossible for you to say 
that you are not swerved and actuated by public: 
rumor and the excitement this case has caused. 
If this were an ordinary cas¢ and these ordinary 
people you would think differently. I move for 
the discharge of Mrs. Mandelbaum.” 

Justice Murray denied the motion, and the sec- 
ond complaint was then heard, and George A. 
Hearn, Jr., of the firm of James A. Hearn & 
Son, of No. 30 West Fourteenth-street. called to 
the stand. A roll of brown spotted silk was 
placed beside the witness. Mr. Hearn hesitated 
that the silk belongea to the firm, that there was 
a mark on one end indicating 8. R. and another 
Standing for N. H. 

**Who marked the silk ?” 

“The Superintendent of the department.” 

** When did you first see the silk?” 

“On June 24.” 

“Could you swear that you have ever seen it 
in your store?” 

**J could not swear.” 

“That is all, Mr. Hearn,” remarked Mr. Howe 
peng. “I know what we get from a gentle-

Detective Frank was then called in, and 
after a brief interval, in which Mr. Goveand Mr. 


_ . Howe shouted so violently that Justice Murray 


was obliged to call them to order, he testified 
that when he had pasemess this silk from Mrs. 
Mandelbaum she had stipulated that it should 
not be disposed of in New-York City. The rea- 

nm she gave was that the goods came froma 

rge store in this city. He had, therefore, told 
her that they would be taken to Philadelphia and 
sold there. 

Then Mr. Frank was subjected to a very-severe 
cross-examination. He had been first employed 
by Mr. Pinkerton in 1865. Mr. Howe gsked him 
if he had not been connected with the lottery 
people as a detective. Yes, he had. Hiad he re- 
ceived money from them? Not a cent. Who 
had paid him ?. Pinkerton. And yet he had en- 
tered the employ of the lottery people as their 


manager, and received no t from them ? 
Evenso. Then he explai bis understanding 
with Frederick E. Luthy, and Mr. Howe was 
completely mystified at his feigned stupidity. 
“T'll reserve you for the great hereafter down 
in the Sessions,”’ he‘ exclaimed, angrily. ** Now, 
Sir, was Mr. Pinkerton the only person to whom

andelbaum’s store ?” 
** Mr. Pinkerton and his Superintendent.” 
.—Did you never go to the District Attorney’s 
office ?_ A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Wher did you make your affidavits ? A.— 
In an office in Nassau-street. 

.-—What office? A.—1l don’t know. 

.—Was it ina liquorsaloon? A.—No. 

.—In a tailor’s shop. A.--No. 

.—Was it in Mr. Gove’s office? A.—I don’t 
know. Icanask him if you like, Frank added, 
turning blandly to Mr. Gove. 

** No, Sir,” said Mr, Howe furiously. “ I could 
do that. Was Judge Murray there?” 

** Yes,’ said Judge Murray. 

“T can’t ask you,” said Mr. Howe angrily. 
“ You're not under oath. Were you ever told,” 
he resumed, changing his tactics and addressing 
Frank, “ that it was necessary to get Mrs. Man- 
delbaum urrested in order that the Police Com- 
missioners should be attacked |”

“ Did you see Mr, Allen?” 

** No, Sir.” 

“ Did not Mr. Allen tell you there was a feud 
between him and Inspector Byrnes ?”

“Well, upon my soul—” began the Assistant 
District Attorney, Jumping to his feet. 

“Upon your soul,”’ said Mr. Howe contemptu- 
ously. ** Don’t be indecent.” 

* Did y: u ever see any of the municipal police 
at Mrs. Mandelbaum’s*” 

Justice Murray was about to rule out the ques- 
tion. when Frank answered *“ No.” 

‘This slander upon the Police Department is 
unfounded,” remarked Mr. Howe, endeavoring 
to work an expression of pious horror into his 
flabby features. 

The third roll of silk belonging to Messrs, 
Simpson, Crawford & Simpson was then brought, 
and no new facts were elicited from ecither Mr. 
Henry B. Porter or Detective Frank. Mr. Howe 
again moved for the discharge of Mrs. Mandel- 
baum and Stoude,and the motion was denied. 
The fourth roll of silk also belonged to this 
firm, and Judge Murray dismissed the complaint 
against Stoude in connection with this sale. 

“JT should like to add,” remarked Justice Mur- 
ray to Mr. Howe, “that I am getting tired of 
those repeated queries—‘Are we to have fair 
play? It is getting monotonous.” 

Well,” said Mr. Howe,“ I don’t mean an 
disrespect to you. I am getting weary myself.” 

The fifth complaint against Stoude was also 
dismissed. Two more rolls of silk called fora 
further examination of Mr. Henry kb. Porter, 
and at the end of each Mr. Howe asked forthe 
discharge of Mrs. Mandelbaum, and tre motion 
was a’ ways denied. The case was then adjourned 
until Wednesday, when the papers wil! be handed 
to Judge Murray. 

* Ah ha!” said Detective Frank, triumpbant- 
ly, ashe left the court. ** Howe thought he'd 
scare me, but I made him Jose his temper, didn’t 
1? Ha,ha!” 

Yesterday Inspector Byrnes sent the following 
communication to Chief Clerk Hawley, and the 
Police Commissioners will act on it when they 
meet: 

To the Board of Police: 

GENTLEMEN: I beg leave to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of acopy of your resolution of the v6th inst. 
relutive to alleged charges ugainat the Detective 
Bureau and to subinit the following preliminary report 
thereon. 

Desirous of speedily complying with your reqnest, I 
called this morning at the office of the District Attor- 
ney for the purpose of obtaining copies of the affidavits 
alleged by the newspapers to contain serious charges 
against members of the Detective Bureau, and said to 
be in the possession of the District Attorney. The said 
allegations having been the basis for the adoption of 
your resolution, | deemed it proper to be informed of 
their nature before completing my report thereon. 

I was there informed that Mr. Parris, acting District 
Attorney, bad no aftidavits in his possession making 
charges against members of the Detective Bureau, and 
that he was unable to say whether District Attorney 
Olney, who is at present absent from the city, has any 
such affidavits or charges. Upon the return of the Dis- 
trict Attorney I was assured that my request would re- 
ceive immediate attention and his answer be obtained. 

In view of the foregoing I am compelled to request 
your honorable board to extend the time for the report 
called tor by the resolution. It might be proper to sub- 
mit, however, that the ane of public condemna- 
tion of the Detective Bureau asked for through one, 
at least, of the city journals should be withheld until 
all the facts are obtained. It is nothing new for con- 
victed criminals to vent their spite against officers of 
the department who have caused their arrest, convic- 
tion. and imprisonment for offenses against the law, 
nor for lawyers of questionable churacter to enguge in 
the disreputable business of obtaining affidavits against 
the character and good name of this department from 
such persons, under promises of immunity or relief 
from punishment. 

The uses and abuses of such material, however, have 
frequently been found to be of advantace to certain 
officials, who, through a spirit of jealousy or other 
cause, have had interests inimical to those of this de- 
partment, and particularly the Detective Bureau. 

I have received reliable information that a lawyer of 
the class alluded to, and who at the time was in close 
business relations to certain officials in the District At- 
torney’s office several months ago, obtained an afii- 
davit from a convicted felon then imprisoned in the 
Tombs against members of the Detective Bureau. 

If such affidavit contained specific charges acuinst an 
officer of this department for criminal offense, it was 
the sworn duty of the District Attorney to present the 
same to the Grand Jury then in session in pursuance of 
the Code or himself be guilty of misdemeanor. That 
such course was not pursued is a vindication of the 
character of the officers charged by such affidavit with 
criminal act. 

Ihave implicit confidence in the officers under my 
command, and, believing thern to be efucient and thor- 
oughly honest, I earnestly request the most seurching 
investigation into their acts and into the workings of 
the Detective Bureau, over which 1 had the honor to 
be assigned March 14, 1880. It was then reorganized 
by me, and nas since been conducted under the present 
system, which, witnout egotism, I may state 1 consider 
to be the greatest bulwark against crime in this or any 
other country. 

Until such investigation is made and the report sub- 
mitted, 1 trust that the characier and reputation of 
officers who, almost dafly, risk their lives in the dis- 
charge of their dute Ul not be jowcd io suffer at 
the hands of the public press or by condemnation of 
public opinion on the unsnuprorted statement of con- 
victed felons. Very respectfully,

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TWO MILLIONS FOR ARMORIES. 


SHALER SAYS THAT IT MAY BE MORE 
THAN ENOUGH AND IT MAY NOT. 

At their meeting yesterday, the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners took up the question of 
issuing $2,000,000 bonds for the purchase of sites 
and the erection of armories in this city. After 
considerable debate it was voted to issue the 
bonds. No money, however, will be spent on 
the enterprise until the Armory Board furnishes 
the Sinking Fund Commission with detailed es- 


timates of the cost of the various buildings. 
This last provision originated with Recorder 
Smyth. The Recorder held at first that no ap- 
propriation should be made for any of 
the various regiments in need of ar- 
mories until all of them _ had filed 
their applications and they had been acted on 
by the Armory Board. He finally receded from 
this position, however, and insisted only that the 
Sinking Fund Commission should know how 
the $2,000,000 was going to bespent before the 
Armory Board got possession of it. Under the 
act creating the Armory Board there is no limit 
to the amount of money to be spent in armories, 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners alone control- 
ling the city’s purse strinys. 

Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler, who was_pres- 
ent at the meeting yesterday and is a member of 
the Armory Board, remarked that $2,000,000 
might be more than was needed and it might not 
be enough. The Armory Board simply wanted 
$2,000,000 on account to hegin work with.

DRIVEN TO SUICIDE BY INSANITY. 

Alexander Strauss, a young broker con- 
nected with the Copper Queen Mining Company, 
in Wall-street, this city, leaped from the third- 
story window of the building No.336 Washington- 
street, Hoboken, yesterday morning and was in- 
stantly killed. He was tall and handsome. He 
came from Philadelphia, but his parents are now 
sojourning in the Catskills. Some weeks ago he 
took rooms at No. 335 Washington-street, Ho- 
boken. He seemed moody and dejected at times. 
A week ago he went toa Hoboken physician to 
say that he had not been able to sleep for three 
months and that he feared he was troubled with 
some serious illness. Dr. Chabert prescribed for 
him. He went back a few days later to say that 
he had had some sleep, but that it had not bene- 
fited him. Dr. Chabert saw, he says, that the 
man was on the verge of insanity, Between 2 
and 3 o'clock yesterday morning he leaped from 
the window of hisroom. Life was extinct when 
a rescuing party reached him. The cause of his 
mental anxiety is not known.

WHERE DISEASE IS BRED. 
WITHIN A BLOCK AND A HALT OF THE 
POLICE AND HEALTH DEPARTMENTS. 


Jersey-street is a narrow alley which 
runs from Crosby to Mulberry, between Houston 
and Prince. {t is not celebrated in history, 
neither does it hold a conspicuous place in 
poetry or in the annals of art. Itis generally 
conceded by those who have an intimate ac- 
qguaintance with it that it ought to holda large 
place in the consideration of the Health Depart- 
ment. The same persons say that it does not re- 
ceive its just deserts. A Times reporter visited 
the place yesterday, and found it to be undoubt- 
edly one of the foulest and filthiest places on this 
orany other earth. On the north side of the 
strect are five three-story frame houses. In each 
of them dwells a horde of Italians, all of whom 


appear to be “Yo in rag picking and bone 
gathering. In the rear of the houses is a long 
ye. running the length of the five buildings. 
‘our of the houses use their portion of this yard 
in common. The other has its share fenced off. 
In the back of this yard, running its entire 
length, is a rowof sheds. In these sheds are 
kept great piles of rags oi all kinds, except in 
one, which is used asa lodging house for tramps, 
and two small ones, which are used as stuore- 
houses for stale beer. 

Yesterday when the reporter gazed down upon 

this yard from a neighboring window it pre- 
sented an appearance of filth that was revolting 
to look upon. Spread out upon the roofs of the 
sheds and on the cracked, uneven fiagstones of 
the yard were rags drying. Many of these rags 
looked like bandages,such as are used in hos- 
pitals, and might have contained the seeds of dis- 
ease. Other rags looked as if they had come out 
of sewers, and mostof them had certainly been 
in gutters. Mingled with the rags on the roofs 
of the sheds was a choice assortment of tin cans, 
garbage of various kinds, decayed fruits, and in- 
harmonious cats. Here and there bones were 
drying. In the yard of the most westerly 
of the houses was a crowd of men. 
They were _ sitting about the back 
door and were as filtby as if they 
had never scenrain. To them a hideous-looking 
woman, barefooted and reeking with dirt, was 
serving some flat, stale beer ina tin can. Behind 
the woman stood two tubs containing dirty rags. 
The water in one tub was as black as ink; that in 
the other was a pale, slimy green. Both tubs had 
been standing there a number of hours. In the 
rear of the yard a man was hanging up some 
haif-washbed rags to dry. This was all in the 
yard of the house, which has its share fenced off. 
This house, as well as the one at the other end of 
the row, is a “ beer dive.”” The men who sleep in 
the house go out and earn 15 or 20 cents by pick- 
ing up wood or doing some other tight job, and 
then return to the dive and stupefy themselves 
with stale beer at 2 cents a pint. 
‘jIn the large yard three women were engaged 
in washing rags and old carpets. They had five 
tubs. The waterin each was sickening to look 
at. Whenevera woman wanted to empty her 
tub she simply poured the water out on the 
flagstones and let it soak through the cracks. It 
did not seem to souk very fast, as the whole 
centre of the yard was spotted with pools of 
stagnant water. One pool filled up a spot where 
the flagstone was gone, and was of a dirty purple 
color. The woman who was washing the flthy 
old carpets had the assistance of a man in wring- 
ing them out. They 
pavement. The water was biack. In the further 
corner of this yard, in addition to the sheds, 
there was a sort of tent, under which was a pile 
of dirty bedding. Two dogs were fighting on it. 
A rooster and several hens promenaded around 
the yard. At the back door of the house, at the 
easterly end of the yard, sata group of men en- 
gaged in wow tpl cards and drinking stale beer. 
Over the heads of all these people ran_ several 
clothes lines sustaining a lot of half-washed 
clothes. An indescribable odor arose from the 
whole place, and not a clean spot could be seen. 

On the other side of Jersey-street aretwo more 
courts of the same kind running perpendicularly 
to the line of the street. The roofs of the houses 
in these courts were yesterday covered with dry- 
ing rags.

FORCED INTO HIS CELL. 
AN INSANE MAN HELD FOR WRITING THREAT- 
ENING LETTERS. 

A  smooth-faced, homeless - looking 
young man was brought into the Tombs Police 
Court yesterday, accompanied by a matronly 
woman anda rather pretty girl of the blonde 
type. The prisoner was a sailor, George H. 
Davis, of No. 227 Spring-street, charged with 
writing threatening letters to Augustus Floyd, 
of Englewood, N. J., a commission merchant, at 
No. 132 Front-street. His mother and sister were 
pleading with the Justice to let him be taken 
home. They said that he was a little out of his 


mindon account of sunstroke in childhood, but 
perfectly barmiess. Mr. Floyd said thatin 1877 
Mary Davis, a cousin of the prisoner, was em- 
ployed as a domestic in his house, and that she 
and the prisoner, acting together, had robbed 
it. Both were sentenced to prison for five years. 
At theend of two years George Davis was de- 
clared insane and sent toan asyjum. When re- 
leased he went to live with his mother, at No. 224 
Hudson-street. His stranve actions caused him 
again to be sent to the Bloomingdale Asylum, 
where he remained 17 months. When released 
he wrote threatening letters to Mr. and Mrs. 
Floyd. In one of them he said: ** Lead is cheaper 
than ink, and you must be prepared for some- 
thing terrible when we tmneet.”’ 

* You knew it was an offense against the law 
to write those jetters,”’ said the Justice. 

* No, I didn’t; but I am responsible for them,” 
said the prisoner, dozgedly. “I bave been per- 
secuted for four years.” 

“Take him down,” said the Justice. “I shall 
commit him fora day or two to have the ques- 
tion of his sanity examined.” 

At this the mother and daughter looked very 
much disturbed and begged the Justice to let 
them take him home. . 

**Go ahead !”’ said Officer Silleck to the prisoner. 

“Don’t you dare lay a hand on me,” said 
Davis, sullenly, as he suddenly sprang forward 
and attempted to get at the complainant. The 
officer seized him by the throat, and a lively 
struggle followed. Both mother and daughter 
screamed, and the daughter ran to the assistance 
of her brother, who by this time was surround- 
ed by four ofticers, By them he was carried 
down stairs, kickin’ and yelling, leaving the 
mother so wild with the excitement that it was 
necessary almost to drag her from the court 
room. 
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NUISANCES IN A SUBURBAN DISTRICT. 

Residents living near One Hundred and 
Sixty-ninth-street and Railroad-svenue are hav 
ing their patience taxed and their noses annoyed 
by stenches arising from sewage which is 
emptied into the brook that runs from this point 
to Port Morris. The sewage comes through a 
pipe which is supplied from four breweries and 
the residences of about 500 families. The brook 


is not covered, and in times of drought it is dry. 
Mr. James Dickson, of No. 24 Beekman-street, 
said yesterday that, at the request of residents 
who lived near him and were suffering from the 
nuisance, he had complained to the Health De- 
yartment, but had received no answer in reply to 

is letter. The brook was private property and 
the city a trespasser, yet they could get no 
redress. ‘There was a large sewer being con- 
structed along the bed of the brook further 
down, but it would be two years before it would 
reach One Hundred and Sixty-ninth-street. Mr. 
Dickson said a temporary sewer pipe could be 
Jaid along the bed ot the brook to do away with 
the nuisance in a shorttime. Another matter 
that rendered a part of the neighborhood offen- 
sive was the accumulations from cows. The 
Harlem Railroad Company had recently laid new 
tracks, cutting off a roadway by which property 
owners had carted this away. The Park Com- 
missioners had been asked to open One Hundred 
and Sixty-ninth-street and Brook-avenue, but 
nothing had come of it. 
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LOOKING FOR M’DERBY’S RELATIVES. 

William McDerby, the young man who 
was drowned while bathing in the Harlem River 
at lwo Hundred ana Fourteenth-street on Sun- 
day, was enlisted in the United States Navy and 
rated as ship’s writer on board the Vermont.

HELP FOR THE WORTHY BLIND. 
THE ANNUAL DONATION TO KEEP THEM 
FROM CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

Superintendent of Outdoor Poor Will- 
iam Blake, of the Department of Charities and 
Correction, brought $18,420 down to the depart- 
ment building, at Eleventh-street and Third- 
avenue, yesterday morning. The money was all 
in crisp new bills, twenties, tens, fives, twos, and 
ones, and it was designed for the assistance of 
respectable blind people who have commended 
themselves to the notice of the department. 


At 11 o’clock 200 blind men and women, 
all of them in charge of guardians, who 
directed their footsteps, were waitine for the 
doors to open in Eleventh-street, and very 
pathetic was the scene when they were as- 
sisted to the window where Mr. Blake gave 
them ordersfor their money. Most of theap- 
plicants were old people, who were led by their 
children. A great many daughters brought in 
their mothers, and in one or two instances, blind 
daughters were led , 4 their mothers. One young 
woman of not more than 25 years. who carrieda 
child of a few months, brought ip her husband 
who was not much older than she. Several old 
men were led in by small boys, whom they had 
borrowed of their neighbors, and one venerable, 
white-haired ancient was guided by his pretty 
little granddaughter. It was affecting to observe 
how tenderly the policemen and attendants 
treated the unfortunate blind people, warning 
them about steps and guiding them to benches 
and chairs. 

Each blind man and woman carried a postal 
card which read: 

You are hereby notified to call at the office of th 
Department of Charities and Correction, on account o 
donation to tne biind, at 11 A. M. Monday, say 28, 

WILLIAM BLAKE. 

These cards were presented to Mr. Blake. who 
gave the bearers orders upon the cashier for $38 
each. Very few whoreceived the donations looked 
as if they were objects of charity. A great 
many were very well dressed, and all were neatly 
attired. One nice-looking old couple were man 
and wife; each was blindand each received $38. 
They were ied by alittle grandchiid. Only one 
blind man came alone. He carried a stick with 
which he felt his way along the sidewalks, and 
he stopped frequently to inquire the way of 
passers by. He told the policeman at the cash- 
ier’s desk that he lived alone and had no rela- 
tives, and did not dare to ask any of his —_ 
bors to accompany him tothe department, for 
fear they would steal his money. The blind 
people continued to come in ali the morning, 
and before 3 o’clock 485 had received $38 apiece. 

Superintendent Biake said that the fund from 
which the donations to the blind were made was 
&20,000 that was appropriated by the Legislature 
for this purpose each year. The object in assist- 
ing them was to help them to help themselves, 
and encourage them to keep out of almshouses 
and institutions. Those who were eligible for 
such assistapce were men and women who had 
lived two years in the city, are totally blind, and 
have never been in any public or private asylum. 
A great many of them are newsdealers or musi- 
cians, and none of them are obliged to 
be otherwise assisted Md the department. 
Each blind person who received this 
gratuity had previously made application, 
swearing to their names and residences. Each 
was obliged to bring the certificate of a physi- 
cian to their total biindness and the certificate 
of two good citizens to their moral worth. Then 
they were visited by an agent of the department 
and their surroundings noticed. The alms- 
house, workhouse, public hospitals, and similar 
institutions keep a record of all blind people 
who come under their care, and Superintendent 
Biake keeps a list of these, who are never 
nllowed to become beneficiaries of this fund. 
There are 41 more blind people, besides the 485 
who were paid yesterday, to receive their share 
of the tweaty-thousand-dollar approppriation. 
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POWERS OF ATTORNEY FORGED. 
WHAT CAUSED THE SUSPENSION OF THE 
BROKERS’ FIRM OF DE WOLF & SWAN. 

The suspension of De Wolf & Swan. 
brokers, at No. 80 Broad-street, was announced 
in the Stock Exchange at about 2:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The transactions of the firm 
were not large, and the effect of the failure 
would have been slight hadit not been for the 
allegations of forgery which accompanied the 
explanations of its cause. The firm is composed 
of B. D. Ve Wolf and S. H. Swan, both young 
men. Mr. De Wolf is a member of the Stock 


Exchange, and the liabilities of the firm in the 
Exchange, it was stated, may reach about $30,000. 
The following-named stocks were bourht in un- 
der the rule for the account of the firm: Union 
Pacific, 200 shares; Lake Shore, 100 shares; West- 
ern Union, 100 shares; Chicago, Burlingtou and 
Quincy, 100 shares. Several Jcontracts in which 
De Wolf & Swan were interested were closed out 
privately on Saturday. 

The members of the embarrassed firm were 
reticent regarding the nature and extent of their 
troubles. Mr. Swan admitted that there was 
some irregularity about the power of attorney 
with which a customer had undertaken to trans- 
fer a large amount of miscellaneous securities to 
the firm, but he suid thut until the evidence was 
clear that there was an intent to defraud he 
should not mention any names. A geutleman 
who is believed to be familiar with the business 
of De Wolf & Swan told the following story: 
Abouta year ago a Brooklyn lawyer, who is the 
Trustee of a large estate, opened an account with 
De Wolf & Swan, and put up securities as mar- 
gins. These securities included Manbattan Gas 
stock, Third-Avenue Railroad shares, and stock 
of the United States Trust Company. Attached 
to each certificate of stock was a power of attor- 
ney from its supposed owner giving De Wolf & 
Swan the privilege of having the stock trans- 
ferred. It is now stated that the brokers neg- 
lected to satisfy themselves concerning the legal- 
ity of these powers of attorney, accepting them 
without question as genuine. 

There was about $150,000 worth of the stock 
which in the course of business was hypothe- 
cated for loans. Recently the firm have been 
taking up their loans and it is alleged that they 
had succeeded in paying all but one, which was 
for nearly $75,000. The persons who had loaned 
the ~g f sought to have some of the stock 
which had been given them as collateral trans- 
ferred on the stock books. It was then learned, 
asis alleged, that the powers of attorney had 
been forged. he lendersat once informed De 
Wolf & Swan that they must make their col- 
laterals good, and, not being abie to meet the 
unexpected demand, the firm suspended. The 
customer who forged the powers of attorney is 
believed to have run away. WDetectives have 
been employed, and Messrs. De Wolf & Swan say 
that they will have the matter sifted as thor- 
oughly as possible. Mr. De Wolf said last even- 
ing that he covld not make any statement of the 
financial condition of bis firm. He did not know 
the extent of the liabilities and could make no 
estimate of the firm's assets. Aside from the 
loan on the securities in question the debts of 
the firm, itis thought, will be about counter- 
balanced by the assets. De Wolf & Swan have 
been in business about five years.

definite period. Charges against Mr. Perry have 
been under investigation by the Arbitration 
Committce for several days, and the result was 
untavorabie to his reputation for straightfor- 
ward business dealing.

The transaction was a profitable one, 
and after waiting a short time Mr. Herbert Bar- 
bour, of Patton, Vickers & Co., sent a note to 
Perry asking for an accounting. Mr. Perry an- 
swered this note by asserting that the firm had 
no interest in the vessel or her cargo.
